wherein it is declared, that the King, ¶Monaſt. Angl. Tom. 1.) for the 
hope of eternal reward, the remiſſion of all his ſins, the fins of his Fa- 
ther, Mother, and all his Anceſtors, tv the praiſe of e God, granted 
as an endowment and perpetual inheritance, to the uſe of the Monks there, 
that ferved God, Wyndleſhoza, (fituate within, yet at the Za/? point 
of the County of Berks) with all its appurtenances — 
But it continued not long in their poſſeſſion, for King Milliam the 
Congueror, the firſt year of his reign, being greatly enamoured of the 
fleaſant fituation of the place, and, (Ex pref.

Henry (afterwards King Henry II) this Caſtle is called Mota de Mindęſor, 
the Fortreſs of Windſor. Hugh de Pudſey, Biſhop of Durham, and 
Earl of Northumberland, being appointed Regent of the Kingdom, 
Anno 1189. when King Richard I. went into the Holy Land, reſided 
at Windſor, as a place of great ſtrength. King Edward I with his 
Queen. Eleanor, took great delight in this royal Caſtle, and had four 
Children born here; and by the royal reſidence, and increafe of In- 
habitants, New Windſor became a conſiderable Town; Anno 1276, this 
Prince, in the fifth year of his reign, by Charter, declared ind ſor 
a Free Bozough, and granted the Inhabitants ſeveral Privileges. | This 
Charter is in the Bodleian Library at Oxon, among Mr. Dodeſworth's 
MS.

Here ſays Brady (ut ſupra) is the myſlety of the pin 
ty or Corporation unfolded; That it conſiſts of 2 Mayor, bros Bayliffs, 


and twenty-aght or thirty Brethren of the" Gulldball, who were the 


Mayor, Bayliffs, and Burgeſſes, according to the antient uſage and 
cuſtom of the Town; and that this is the true meaning of the word 
Communitas, Community, or (as vulgarly tranſlated) the Cammonalty. 
In the civil Wars in the reign of King Charles I. and the ſeveral 
uſurpations of power that afterwards | enſued, Windſor: ſtiared che 
common fate of the Nation, both as a Corporation; and Royal Sear; 
the antient Charters and Privileges of the former, were little regarded, 
but made ſubject to the will and conſtruction of lawleſs Power ; and 
the latter, from being the glory and delight of Princes, became the 


Priſon of its Royal Sovereign; the royal Apartments, and antienc 


Chapel, ſubject to the rapine and plunder of avaritious and furious 
Men, at a time, when hypocriſy and mad zeal ee for Religion, 1 
general devaſtation was deemed a Publick God. 

On the happy Reſtoration of the Royal Family, and the Kingdom to 
its antient Order, and uniform Government, King Charles II. Feb. g. 


Anno Regni 16“ granted the Corporation a New Charter; and therein 
confirmed all the antient Charters, Rights, and Privileges of the Burgh,

It plainly appears, by theſe ample and large Privileges, granted at 


different times, and by different Princes, how much they delighted to 
favour this place of their royal reſidence, which with the pleaſant ſitua- 
tion of the place itſelf, and the delightful Country adjacent, long ſince 
made Windſor a handſome and populous Town, conſiſting of ſeveral 
Streets, in which are many Gentlemens Houſes and good Buildings: 
The four principal Streets are, Caftle-ftreet, on the Eaſt; Preſcod-ſtreet, 
on the Weſt; High-/treet, on the South; and Thames-ſtreet, on the North; 
all which Streets center, or. terminate in the middle of the Town; 
where formerly, viz. Anno 1380. 49 Richard II. was erected, a hand- 
ſome Cro/5, according to the cuſtom of thefe times, by John Sadeler, 
which was repaired, and a Crucifix fixed on the top, Anno 1635, by 
Godfrey Goodman, ſometime Canon of Vindſor, and Biſhop of Glou- 
ceſter, which at that time gave offence, and probably occaſioned it to 
be demoliſhed in 1641. What eſcaped the fury of thoſe times, was 
taken down ſoon after the prefent Town-Hall was built, and no Veſtigia 
now remain, but the Name; and all Proclamations and publick Orders 
are ſtill read and declared at this place. „ 


The Guildhall, or Town-Houſe, is ſituate in the principal part of the 
Town; and is a neat and handſome Building, ſupported and adorned: 


with Columns and Arches of Portland Stone, erected in the Year 1686, 


from che deſign, or plan of Sir Thomas Fits, Surveyor of the Cinque 
Ports, at the Expence of 2006 J. 145. 4d. which was all paid by the 
Corporation, except the Sum of 680 J. 75. 6d. which was generouſly

The Hall is a handſome large Room, well adapted for the meeting 
of the Mayor and Corporation, for the Buſineſs of the Borough; it is 
adorned with the Pictures of King Charles I. King Charles IL King 
James II. King William III. Queen Mary, Queen Anne; alſo of 
Archbiſhop Laud, Theodore Randue, Eſq; and other Bene factors. 
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In the year 1707; the Corporation, out of a ſingular regard to 
Queen Anne, (who conſtantly made Vindſor her Summer. reſidence) 
erected in a niche, at the North end of the Town-Houſe, the Statue of 
her Majeſty, veſted in her royal Robes, with the Globe, and other 
Enſigns of Regalia; and underneath, in the freeze of the entablature 
of the leſſer Columns and Arches, is the following Inſcription; +.

On the North fide of the Church-yard, was erected in the year 1706, 
a neat Edifice for a Free School, for thirty Boys and twenty Girls, be- 
longing to this Pariſh ; who are cloathed, and inſtructed in writing, 
accompts, and the principles of the Chriſtian Religion. This Charity 
is ſupported by ſeveral Legacies, But chiefly by Subſcription of the In- 
habitants ; The Dean of Windſor, and the two ſenior Prebends of the 
College in reſidence, and the Mayor, and two ſenior Aldermen of the 
Corporation for the time being, are the Truſtees, for the over- looking 


On the Eaſt fide of the Town, his Grace the Duke of St. Albans 
has a ſtately and handſome Seat with Beautiful Gardens that extend to 
the Park wall, and his Grace is at preſent making farther improve- 
ments by opening a view into the High-/treet of the Town. Many Gen- 
tlemen and families of eſtate alſo, conſtantly reſide either in the Town, 
or in lodgings in the Caſtle, during the abſence of the Royal Family. 
The e Anne when Princeſs of Denmark, and under the diſ- 
pleaſure of King William III. purchaſed a ſmall neat Houſe on the 
Caſtle hill, adjoining to the little Park, which ſhe made her Summer 
retreat; and after her acceſſion to the Throne, when her Majeſty con- 
ſtantly reſided at Wind ſor every Summer, would daily withdraw from 
the royal Lodgings, and the ſtate and ſplendor of a great and victorious 
Court, to enjoy a happy retirement in this Houſe and Gardens. 1

The Park lies on the Eaſt fide of the Town alſo, into which you 
enter, on the ſide of this Houſe, by a handſome Gate or Ruſtic Portal. 
This Park is a great ornament to WMindſor, and is called the Little or 
Houſe Park, to diſtinguiſh it from another adjoining of much larger 
extent; it is computed to be four miles in circumference, and contains 
near 500 Acres of Land, was inlarged and incloſed by à brick wall in 
the reign of the late King William III. and is moſt delightful for the ma- 


ny ſhady walks, eſpecially that called Queen Elizabeth's Walk; which on 


the Summer evenings, is chiefly frequented by the beſt company; The 


fine plain on the top of the hill, was made level for bowling in Kirg

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ſucceeding Princes, both on-account of its pleaſant Situation, and being 
a ſtrong Fortreſs and place of defence. King Henry II. Anno 1710, 


held a Parliament at this Caſtle, at which was preſent the great Engliſh 28 


Barons, the King's chief Tenants, alſo William King of Scotland, and | 


his Brother David. It has been before remarked, that the Biſhop of 2 
Durham, and Earl of Northumberland, Regent of the Kingdom, Anno 


1189, during the abſence of King Richard I. reſided here as a place of 


great ſtrength and ſecurity, as well as royalty. King John, Brother 
and Succeſſor to Richard, moſt probably for the ſame reaſons, Anno 
12 15, lodged in this Caſtle, during the warm conteſts between him and 


the Barons; and to this, it may with reaſon be conjectured, that Runney, 


or Running- Mead, near Old Windſor, in this Neighbourhood, was ap- 
pointed the place for the meeting of the King and the Barons on Tune 
15, this year; where the King ſolemnly ſigned the great Charter of 

the Liberties of England, Magna Charta, alſo. the Charta de Forefta. 
But King John ſoon after ſhewing a diſpoſition to break this moſt ſo- 
lemn Act; in the. year following, viz. 12 16, this Caſtle was beſieged | 

by the Barons, but without ſucceſs; the Garriſon obliging the Barons 
to raiſe the Siege. In the conteſt between his Son and Succeſſor. King 
Henry III. and the Barons, Anno 1263, Windſor Caſtle was by treaty 
delivered. up to the latter; but the ſame year by ſurprize was reco- 
vered, and made the place of rendezvous. of the King's party. | 


The Kings Edward I. and II. reſided at Windſor, rather on account of 
its ſtate and grandeur than a place of defence, and had many Children 
born in this Caſtle; particularly as more worthy of note here, Edward 
Son of King Edward II. and Iſabella, Daughter of Philip the fair, 
King of Franct, was born here, November 13; 1312, and from this 
place of his Birth called Edward of Mindſor; a Prince famous in 
Hiſtory, and of great renown. among the Kings of England, by the 
name of Edward III.

Thus far Mr. 4/mole, who brings the ſeveral additions made to this 
Caſtle by ſucceeding Princes, down to the Iith· of. King Charles J. 
Whatever farther improvements that Prince might deſign, the Civil 
Wars, that fo fatally employed the remainder of his reign, rendered 
abortive; and this Caſtle at length became the Priſon of its Sovereign, 
dig. from December. 12, 1648, to January 19 following, when all | 
things being ripe for the enſuing Tragedy, this Prince was removed to 
St. Fames's in his way to the Scaffo le. Es 


After the execrable Murder of this unfortunate Prince, certainly me- 
riting a better fate! This Caſtle felt the {ad effects of the national con- 
vultion, and under many avaritious and lawleſs Maſters was ſpoiled, | 
and brought to great decay, inſomuch that on the happy Reſtoration, 
Anna 1660. King Charles II. found it neceſſary to repair the Caſtle en- 
tirely, and from the bad confequences of plunder and neglect, raiſed 
it to fits preſent ſtate and Iplendo e. 


It is certain Vindſor owes much to this Prince, who moſt part of

grandeur, may juſtly vie with the moft boaſted Palace of foreign 
Princes, and has conſtantly been the admiration of all Viſiters. 


As we purpoſe to finiſh this Chapter with a plan of this Caſtle, and 
the ſeveral Buildings, on a new and exact ſurvey, and togive a particular 
deſcription of the royal Apartments at the end of this Work, for the

The upper Court or Ward contains on the North the royal Apartments,

Royal Family, and the great Officers of the Crown. In the Area or 
middle of this Court is erected, by a faithful and grateful ſubject, a 


noble equeſtrian Statue in Copper, of his Majeſty King Charles II. in 


the Habit of a Roman Cæſar, on a Statuary Marble Pedeſtal, curiouſly 
carved in Baſſo Relzeve, with various kinds of Fruit, Fiſh, Shipping, 
and other ornaments to great perfection: On the Eaſ ſide on a Shield

Underneath this Statue is a deep Well, and Water Engine of a very 
curious nature, contrived by Sir Samuel Moreland in this Prince's reign;

ſituation, is fully ſupplied (from this, and a new erected Engine on the 
river Thames in the reign of Queen Anne) in all the different Apart- 
ments with that neceflary Element. | | oe 


King Charles II. alſo enlarged the Terraſs or Walk, made on the 
North fide of the Caſtle by Queen Elizabeth, and carried a like Terraſs 
round the Eaſt and South ſides of the 2 Court or Ward, and in the 
year 1676, as appears by the date on the Eaſt Rampart, new faced. the 
whole Terraſs with a noble and ſolid Rampart of Free-Stone, with 
beautiful and eaſy ſlopes to the lower part of the Park underneath. 
This Terraſs meaſures 1870 feet in length, and may with Juſtice be ſaid 
to be the nobleſt Walk in Europe, both with regard to the ſtrength and 
grandeur of the Building, and the fine and extenſive proſpect over the 
river Thames, and a moſt beautiful and rich Country; and it muſt be 
here confeſſed, that this charming Hill, ſeems by nature deſigned for

The Keep, or Round Tower, which forms the H' fide of the upper 
Court, is the Lodging of the Conſtable or Governor, built in che form 
of an Amphitheatre on the higheſt part of the Mount; the Aſcent into 
the Lodgings is by a large flight of ſtone Steps; the Apartments are 
large and noble; and here alſo is a Guard-Room, or Magazine of Arms 
for the greater ſtate of this Officer, who has the intire government of 
this Caſtle, and is an Officer of great antiquity, honour, and power.

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The lower Court is larger than the upper, and may be ſaid to be 
divided into two parts, by St. George's Chapel, which ſtands in the 
middle; on the South and Weſt ſides of the outer part of this Court, 
are the Houſes of the Alms, or Poor Knights of Windſor; on the North, 
or inner ſide, are the ſeveral Houſes and Apartments of the Dean and 
Canons, alſo of the Minor Canons, Clerks, and other Officers of this

In this Ward are alſo ſeveral Towers, belonging to the Officers of 
the Crown when the Court is at Windſor, which will be fully ex- 
plain'd in the Plan; alſo a large Guard-Room, and a Company of 
Foot-Guards conſtantly do duty here under the command of an Officer, 
but at all times ſubject to the Conſtable or Governor of the Caſtle; 
to whom alone pertains the ſole command of rhe place, or any Garri-

For this part of his Office alſo, he hath a Deputy learned in the

There are other repreſentations of Plenty and Peace; alſo the Roſe 
and Th:/le, denoting the Union of the two Kingdoms; the Emblems 
of the Order of the Garter ; and the Chapel is in many places orna- 
mented and finely painted; all which by neglect, is now falfening to

We ſhall next proceed to give the Reader an account of the inſide 
of St. George's Chapel, which has been at all e eſteemed for its 
neatneſs and great beauty; the Stone Roof eſpecially is reckoned a moſt 
excellent piece of Workmanſhip, rarely to be equaled; it is an Eli 
ſupported by Pillars of ancient Gothick Architecture, whoſe Ribs and 
Groins ſupport the whole Ceiling with admirable beauty and elegance. 
Every part of this lofty Ceiling has a different device to great per- 
fection, or the Arms peculiar to ſeveral Sovereigns of the Kingdom; 
particularly the Arms of King Edward the Confeſſor, Edward III. 
Henry VI. Edward IV. Henry VIk and Henry VIII. alſo the Arms of 
France and England quarterly, the Holy Croſs, the Shield or Croſs of 
St. George, the Roſe, Portcullis, Lion Rampant, Unicorn, Fleur de hs, 
Dragon, Prince's Feather, Sc. alſo the Arms of Bourchier, Stafford, 


Haſtings, Beaufort, Mannors, and other noble Families. 


The Arms and Cteſt alſo, with various devices peculiar to Sir Regi- 
nald Bray, Knt. of the Garter, and of Dr. Y7/wick, Dean of this Cha- 
pel (both of whom we ſhall ſoon have occaſion farther to mention)

that part of the Ceiling in the nave or middle Arch of this Chapel, 
where are curiouſly deſigned and blazoned, the Arms of Henry VIII 
Sovereign, and the ſeveral Knights-Companions of the Garter, Anm 
1528; as appears by the date under the royal Arms, being the 19 
of chart Frince.

Oppoſite to theſe Paintings, is a ſmall Chapel wherein is depoſited 
the Body of the ſaid Oliver King, of whom more hereafter; Nearunto 
_ adjoining, in the middle of this South Ile, is a ſpacious Chapel, built 
by Sir Reginald Bray, Knight of the Garter, and worthy of all ho- 
nourable mention in this place, both on account of the many great civil 
employments he held under the Princes Henry VII. and VIII. and in 
in regard to this Church, to which he was not only a great Benefactor 
himſelf, but a principial Promoter and Conductor of the finiſhing, and 
bringing to perfection the preſent Building: This right worthy Knight 
was buried in this Chapel, and his Arms and Creſt appear in many parts 
of che Building, F. pg on the handſome Stone Screne, which di- 
vides this Chapel from the body of the Church. Many eminent Perſons

At the Weſt end of this Iſle is a ſmall Chapel, dedicated to the Virgin 
Mary, commonly called Beauſort Chapel, many of that noble Family 
being buried here, of which hereafter; and oppoſite to this, in the 
North Iſle, is a like Chapel, commonly called the Bread, or Li ſiuycł's 
Chapel, from Dr. Chr:flopher Urſwyck, ſometime Canon of this 
Church, and joint promoter with Sir Riginald Bray, in finiſhing this 
Fabrick ; This Gentleman was alſo a faithfull Servant to Henry VII. be- 
fore his Acceſſion to the Crown, and was afterward employed by that 
Prince on many Embaſſies to foreign Princes on the moſt important Affairs 
of State, Anno, 1495 he was appointed Dean of this Church, and was 
in ſo great favour with that Prince, that he was offered the greateſt ec- 
cleſiaſtical Honours ; all which he not only refuſed, but Anno 1505, re- 
ſigned the Deaner y. of this Church, and all other his preferments, and 
contented himſelf with the duties of a private Parſonage at Hackney, near 
London, at which place he died, and was buried Anno Dom. 1 521. His E-

On one fide of this Painting is kept the all-conquering Sword of this 
Great Prince; and the Knights of the Garter, at their Inſtallation are: - 
with great Ceremony introduced into this Chaprer-Houje, and inveſted 
with the Habit and Enſigns of that moſt noble Order, before they 
proceed to the more ſolemn Act of Inſtallation, as will at large be 


noticed in the ſubſequent part of this Hiſtory, 


Laſtly, though worthy of principal note, is the Chozr, the moſt ve- 
nerable, and ſolemn part of this Chapel, ſet apart ſor the more imme- 
daite ſervice of God, and the repoſitory of Honour of this moſt noble 
Order of Knighthood; this Choir was built by K. Edw. III. and ſhews the 
grandeur and noble ſpirit of that pious and magnanimous Prince, and no 
leſs the genius and induſtry of the Artiſts of thoſe days, by the many cu- 
rioas Carvings, and various kinds of Imagery, and other Ornaments, 
which are to be found in. every part of this antient Choir; On 7 5

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ide are the Stalls of the Sovereign and Kights-Companions.of the moſt 
noble Order of the Garter, with the Helmet, Mantling, Creſt, and 
Sword of each Knight, ſet up over his Stall, on a Canopy of ancient 
ct rving curiouſly wrought, and above the Canopy is affixed the Banner 
or Arms of the Knight, properly blazoned on filk; and farther, on the 
back of the Stalls are the Stiles, or Titles of the Kuigbts, with their 
Arms alſo, neatly engraved and blazoned on Copper.

- theſe Enſigns of Honour are removed according to the ſucceſſion of the 
Knight in the Order, and after his Deceaſe, and at the Inſtallation of

Banner, Helmet, Sword, &c. of the deceaſed Knight, are ſolemnly, 
and with great Ceremony, offered up at the Altar, but th e Plate of

The Sovereign's Stall is on the right-hand of the entrance of 
the Choir, and is covered with purple velvet and cloth of gold, 
and has a Canopy, and compleat furniture of the ſame; his Ban- 
ner alſo is of velvet, and his Mantling is of gold brocade : the Prince's 


Stall is on the left, and has no diſtinction from the reſt of the Knights- 


Companions, the whole Society, according to the Statutes of the Inſti- 
tution, being Companions and Collegues, equall in honour and power ; 
but as the principal part of this Hiſtory will be taken up in treating of 
this illuſtrious Society of Knights, I ſhall at preſent confine myſelf to the 
Chapel only, and take notice of the beautiful Painting at the Altar, 


being a repreſentation of the laſt Supper; this Altar was heretofore 


adorned with cloth of gold and purple damaſk, the gift of K. Charles II. 
ſoon after the Ręſforation. Cloath of Arras, containing the Hiſtary of 
St. George, has been heretofore uſed at the Solemnization of the Feaſt 
of St. George; and in the Chaprer-houſe, is a fine piece of Tapeſtry, from 


an Original of Titian, of our Saviour and his Diſciples at Emaus, 


which was appropriated to the uſe of the Altar till the year 1707, when 
on moving the wainſcot of Urſwick's Chapel, was found the preſent 
Painting of the 4a Supper: This had formerly been ſecreted in this 
place, in the times of plunder ; and being highly approved of by Sir 
James Thornhill, Verrio, and other eminent Maſters, was repaired, and 
the whole Altar diſpoſed in the preſent decent order, and becoming 
neatneſs. g 5 N 5 |

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This Altar formerly was rich both in coftly furniture and veſſels of 
gold, from the benevolence of the Sovereigns and Knights-Compantions, 
and other pious Benefactors; but to wave the mention of earlier times, 
In the year 1642, the Ornaments and Veſſels belonging to this Chapel, 

and appropriated to the uſe of the Altar, amounting to 3580 Ounces of 
wrought Plate of the moſt curious workmanſhip, were ſeized under co- 
lour of Parliamentary Authority, by Captain Fogg, on a general Plun- 
der of this Royal Foundation, e 


This Sacrilege was in ſome meaſure made up to the College on the 
Reſtoration, by the bounty and good pleaſure of the Sovereign and Knights. 
Companions, who contributed chearfully to ſupply the Altar with alt 
things neceſſary to its decent ſervice and ornament: The royal example 
was alſo followed by other well-diſpoſed Perſons, and the Altar at pre- 
ſent is furniſhed with. ſeveral noble pieces of Plate, curiouſly: wrought 
and gilt, dedicated to the honour of God, and the ſervice of the Sovereign, 
and K7iights-Companions of the moſt noble Order of the Garter. 


Near the Altar is the Queen's Gallery, for the uſe of the Ladies at an 
Inſtallation, and the Choir is ſeparated from the body of the Church at 
the Weſt end, by a large Screen, or Organ-gallery, erected ann. Dom. 
1613, Anda handſome Organ was new erected, on the general Repair 
of the Chapel, on the Reſtoration of King Charles II. | 


Acdoining to the Organ is a handſome Arch of ſtone, called the 
Rood-loft, erected in the reign of K. Henry VIII. A place well known, 
and of fingular uſe to promote ſuperſtition, and impoſe upon the 


minds of the credulous in the dark ages of Popery. 


In a Vault under the marble pavement of this Choir, are buried the 
bodies of King Henry VIII. and his Queen Fane Seymour, K. Charles T. 
and a daughter of the late Queen Anne: In the South and North Ifles, . 
near the Altar, are alſo buried the bodies of King Henry VI. and King 
Edward IV. but of theſe hereafter, when we come to treat of the 


Monuments and illuſtrious Perſons buried in this Chapel. 


The carved work of this Choir is worthy of particular note 
eſpecially the Canopies over the Stalls of the Knights of the.

N the foregoing Chapter it is obſerved that King Henry I. erected a 
I Chapel within the Caſtle; and therein founded a College for eight 
Canons, neither endowed nor incorporate, but maintained by an annual 
| Penſion out of the King's Exchequer. King Edward I. in the th 
year of his reign, founded here alſo a Chantry for four Chaplaius and 
two Clerks, to pray for his Soul, and the Souls of all his Progenitors; 
as likewiſe a Chapel in the Park of : Windſor, under the ſame ordina- 
tion, for four more Chaplaihs, whom his Son King Edward III. Anno 
Regni 3. removed, and joined to: thoſe other before ſettled in the 
Chapel of the Caſtle, and built Habitations for their better accom-

But the Foundation that we ſhall treat of here, King Edward III. 
laid, by his Letters Patent, bearing teſt at Weſtminſter, Auguſt 6, Anno 
Regni 22, about three quarters of a year before che inſtituted the 
moſt Noble Order of the Garter. (For being inflamed with the zeal 
of a pious Devotion, and deſiring by a good kind of commerce to ex- 
change earthly for heavenly, and tranſitory for eternal things) at his 
own royal charge, he new founded the ancient Chapel, in honour, and 
to the praiſe of the omnipotent. God, the glorious Virgin Mary, St. 
George the Martyr, and St. Edward the Confeſſor; and by his kingly 
authority, and as much as in him lay, ordained, that to King Henry's 
eight Canons, there ſhould be added one Cuſtos, fifteen more Canons, 
and twenty-four Alms-Knights, together with other Miniſters, all under 
the Government nevertheleſs of the Cu/tos; and theſe to be maintained 
out of the Revenues wherewith this Chapel was, and ſhould be

This royal inſtitution of the King was approved and confirmed by 
Pope Clement VI. by his Bull dated at Avignion, pridie Calendas Decem- 
Boris, in the gth year of his Papacy, Anno 1351; and therein, accordin 
to the deſire of the King, the Pope granted to Simon Iſlip, Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, and William de Edington, Biſhop of Wincheſter, autho- 
rity and power to ordain and inſtitute the College, and alſo to ordain, 


inſtitute, and appoint within this Chapel, as ſhould ſeem good to them, | 
a certain number of Canons, Prieſts, Clerks, Knights, and Officers, con- 
tinually to attend upon the Service of God, of which Canons and 
Prieſts, one ſhall have the title of Cuſtos, and preſide over the reſt. 

On that day twelve-month the Statutes and Ordinances of the College h 
bear date; being made by virtue of the: Pope's authority, the King's 0 
command, the confent of the Biſhop: of Salisbury, (in whoſe: Dioceſs [ 
the Chapel is ſituate) and of the Dean and Chapter of Salisbury: By f 
which. Statutes: the Biſnop of Vincheſtar, one of the Pope's Delegates t 
(for we find not the Archbiſhop's name uſed in them) did ordain and t 
inſtitute a College, within ts Chapt of. Bt. George, eee, of one l 
Cuſtos, twelve ſecular Canons, thirteem Priefts or Yicars, four Clerks, (ix :

Choriſters, and 'twenty-fix Alms-Kmnghts, beſides other Officers. And to 
this Cy/tos and College, by the name of Cigſtos and College of the free 
Chapel of St. George, within the Caſtle of Windſor, for the moſt part,

But it ſeems the Catalogue of Cu/todes and Decani took commencement 
at the inſtitution of the College, by papal (not kingly) authority, and 
tho' William Mugg (in like manner as John de la Chambre) had: been 
conſtituted Cx/os above three years before, yet being then again nomi- 
nated by the King to receive inſticution from the Biſhop of Wincheſter, 
upon his ordaining the College, he came to be accounted the firſt Cy/tos, 
as being ſo under that inſtitution ; and conſequently, Fohrn de la Cham-

By this title of Cuftos, were thoſe chat ſucceeded de Ja Chambre and 
Mugg, preſented by the King, till the laſt year of King Henry IV.

Dean; and his Succeſſor John Arundell, obſerving that divers of the 
Lands and Endowments of the College, were ſometimes granted there-

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Names might beget ſome damage to the College, eſpecially being both 
beſide and 0 N form of the Foundation (wherein the title of 
Cuſtos was only uſed) he applied himſelf by a petition to the Parliament 
beforemention d; whereupon; King Henry VI. being pleaſed to pro- 
vide for the ſecurity of the College in this particular, did, by Let- 
ters Patent, Anno Reg. 8. under the great Seal of England, grant and 
declare, that the ſaid Arundell ſhould be Cuſios ſve Decanus for his life, 


and enjoy all Rights thereunto belonging; and for the future, he and 


every other Cuſtos of the Chapel for the time being, ſhould be called 
Cuſtodes five Decani, viz. Wardens, or Ceans of the free Chapel of S. 

George, within the Caſtle of Windſor; and that the Cu/tos, or Dean and 
Canons thereof, and their Succeſſors, by the name of Cuſtos, or Dean 
and Canons of the ſaid free Chapel, ſhould have and hold to them and 
their Succeſſors for ever, all Lands, Tenements, Rents, Poſeſſions, Gs. 
As alſo all manner of Liberties, Franchiſes, Immunities, Sc. granted 


to the College at any time before. 

Hereby was inſtituted a kind of a new Incorporation of this Chapel, 
by the title of Cuſſos, or Dean and Canons only; and the whole ſtate 
of the College, together with its Poſſeſſions, ſtrengthned and conſtitu- 
ted in a manner de novo: At leaſt this was a great ſtep to the compleat 
incorporating them by King Edward IV. when, through the intereſt of 
Richard Beauchamp, Biſhop of Salisbury, then alſo Dean of Windſor, 
and Chancellor of the Noble. Order of the Garter, their was obtained 
| from the ſaid King, Letters Patent bearing Tefte at Wind/or, December 
6, in the 19th year of his Reign, for incorporating the Cz/tos, or 
Dean and Canons and their Succeſſors, by the name of Dean and Ca- 
nons of the free Chapel of St. George within the Caſtle of Windſor, and 

that thenceforward they ſhould be one Body Corporate in thing and 

name, and have a perpetual Succeſſion. | | 


Furthermore, that they and their Succeſſors, ſnould by the ſame 
name, be Perſons capable in Law, to purchaſe, receive, and take 
Lands, Tenements, Rents, Reverſions, Services, Liberties, Franchiſes, 
and Privileges, or other Poſſeſſions whatſoever, to be held and poſſeſt 
in Fee and Perpetuity: As alſo to have a common Seal, for the affairs 
and Cauſes of them and their Succeſſors. And that they and their 1255 

. | 5 ceſſors 
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ceſſors, by the name of Dean and Canons, &c. might plead and be im- 
pleaded, purſue all manner of Cauſes and Actions, real and mixt, chal- 


lenge all Franchiſes and Liberties, and anſwer and be anſwered, before 
any Spiritual or Temporal Judges. 


But for the avoiding all further doubts, which might be taken for any 
occaſion or cauſe, touching the Dean and Canons. of this Chapel in 
their Corporation on Capacity, or Poſſeſſions, and for the more ſurety of 
them in all their temporal Endowments; the Letters Patent of Incor- 
poration, were within three years after, viz. Anno 22, Edward IV. 
paſt into an Act of Parliament, which yet remains in force. 


We ſhall next ſpeak of the Authority and Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction 


of the Cuſtos or Decanus: For as he is conſtituted (both by the Bull 


of Pope Clement VI. and the Inſtitution of the College thereupon) 
Preſident over the reſt of the College, to govern, direct and order 
them, their Goods and Eftates; ſo is he to exerciſe all manner. of 
Eccleſiaſtical. Juriſdiction over them, with a reſervation of power of 
Appeal to the Chancellor of England, Viſitor of that College. 


Moreover, where any of them live inordinately or unpeaceably, he, 
with the advice of the Chapter (in caſes where no particular penalty 
is appointed to be inflicted) hath power to reprehend or correct at 
diſcretion. * And in. caſe where diſcord ariſeth among any of them, 
ſhall within eight days reconcile the parties, or do juſtice; Laſtly, he 
has power (after the third time of admonition) to expell from the Col- 
lege, all ſowers of Diſcord, Backbiters, and Whiſperers, that are below 
the Degree of a Canon. V 1 


And to the end there may be no defect in Government at any time, 
during his non-refidence, it is provided by the Statutes of the College, 
that when he hath occafion to be abſent from thence, above eight days 
or more, he ſhall before his departure conſtitute one of the Canons 
Reſident (whom he pleaſe) for his Deputy, who during his abſence 
(having the title of Lieutenant) ſhall in all things exerciſe and execute 
his Office: For we are to note, that the ſaid Statutes allow him ſixty

Leaving the Cuſtos ſettled under the title of Decanus (which lat. 
ter he is only known by at this day) we are now to ſpeak of the 
Canons, whoſe number by the Letters Patent of Foundation, where 
appointed to be four and twenty, including the Ciſtos; but upon In. 
ſtitution of the College by the Biſhop of Wincheſter, there was then 
ordained (as hath been noted) one Ciiſtos, twelve Secular Canons, and 


thirteen Priefts or Vicars, in all twenty. ſix; being the very number be. 


| fore ordained by the Statutes of Inſtitution of the Order of the Garter, 
and anſwerable to the juſt number of the Knights-Companions of that 
moſt Noble Order. And for a further diſtinction between theſe Canon. 


Secular, and the Prieſts, the firſt twelve are in a Bull of Pope Innocent 


VIII called Majores Canonici, the other Canonici Minores, or Petty Canon, 


To theſe twelve Seculars were aſſigned ſo many Prebendſbips in 
the Chapel of St. George (as alſo Stalls in the Choir, and Places in the 
Chapter) together with that, held by the Caſtos, whence of later times, 
they are frequently called Prebends as well as Canons, and their Digni- 
ties, Canonſhips and Prebendſbips. Every Prebend hath a ſacerdotal 
Power given him by the Statutes of the College, and in regard of 
this, thoſe Statutes further ordained, that each Canon of the Chapel 
being a Prebend, if not at that time a Prieſt, ſhould within a 
year after he hath enjoyed his Prebendſhip, be ſo ordained; otherwik 
(without further admonition) to be deprived thereof. 1 


By the fore · mention · d Bull of Pope Clement VI. there is referved to 
the Founder, his Heirs and Succeſſors, the right of preſenting the 
: . | Canon, 
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Canons, Prieſts, Clerks, Alms-Kmights, and Minifters belonging to the 
College; and thereupon-we find it noted, that he nominated and pre- 
ſented William Mugg, and four other Presbyters to the Biſhop of V in- 
cbeſter, to inſtitute them Canons and Prebends, into the Canonſhips and 
Prebendſhips of the Chapel, which the Biſhop did accordingly ; and 
then gave the ſaid William Mugg inſtitution to the place of Cuſtos, upon 
the Founders nomination and preſentation alſo. 


Notwithſtanding which, it appears by the Inſtitution of the Garter, 
that the firſt Canons where preſented to the Cy/tos by the firſt Founders 


of the Order, viz. the five and twenty firſt Knights-Companions, every 
one of them being permitted by the Sovereign's favour to preſent a 


Canon; yet was it therewithal provided, That neither the Knights- 
Companions, who thus firſt preſented, nor any one of their Sueceſſors 
from that time, ſhould preſent to the vacant Canonſbips, but the So- 
vereign only. To which end, in another place, the Caſtos was obliged. 
when any of the Canons died, (the Sovereign being out of the King- 
dom) to ſignify the ſame to him by Letter, that ſo he might appoint 
whom he'thoughe fe ro ſuecend hin. 


But upon whomſoever theſe Dignities are conferred, they ought to 


be Admitted, Inſtituted, and Inſtalled, by the Cuſtos or Dean, or his 
Lieutenant, to whom at the time of their Inſtallation, they are to be 
obliged by Oath, to yield Canonical Obedience, and obſerve the Sta- 
tutes of the College, ſo far as it concerns them. The form of their 
Admittance is annexed to thoſe Statutes. | 5 


The principal duty of theſe Canons (fo alſo of the Vicars, Clerks, 
Alms-Knights and Miniſters of the College) is continually and perſo- 
nally to attend upon the Service of God, in the Chapel of St. George; 
and upon each day's omiſſion of a Canon-reſident, it was ordained, 
that he ſhould forfeit his quotidian diſtribution, v/z. twelve pence. 
Nor do we find any licence of Non- reſidence, or diſcontinuance given 
to any of the Canons by the College Statutes, but only to the Cuſter, 
and that but for ſixty days in the whole year (as is before remembered) 
howbeit there is mention of Canors-reſident and Non-reſidents in the 
ſaid Statutes; to the Non- reſidents there are great defalcations appoint» 
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ed to be made, and good reaſon for it, becauſe the Reſident- Canons, 
bear not only the burden of that duty belonging to the Chapel and 


College, but the expence of Hoſpitality, and other works of Charity, 


occaſioned from their reſiding at Wind/or. 


b Nevertheleſs the effect of a fern Indulgence towards the Canons 


was introduced by degrees, and when Richard Beauchamp, 


Biſhop of 


Salisbury, had obtained power by a Bull from Sextus IV. to make new 
Statutes in the College, he in this particular diſpenſed with the old ones, 


and March 5, 1478, gave to the Dean, and every Canon

Succeſſors, fourteen days of Non-reſidence in every Term, v7z. fifty-ſix 
days in the year. By the viſitation held Anno 1552, theſe days are in- 
larged to eighty, and the Lord Chancellor Hatron yet further indulged 
them with two hundred and two days, which liberty the late Lord 
Chancellor Hyde confirmed ; and conſequently there remains one hun- 
dred and fixty-three days in the year, in which the Canons ought to be 


Reſident at Windſor: Each Canons great Reſidence is twenty-one days, 


the looſer Reſidence in conjunction wich the greater is one hundred and 
ſixty- three days, i. e. twenty-one of theſe one hundred and ſixty- three

They are particularly obliged, humbly to pray for the proſperity of 
the Sovereign of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, from time to 
time, as alſo for the happy eſtate of the Order; and if any Knight 

Companion, or other Perſon, ſhould dut of devotion, beſtow ten 
Pounds per Annum revenue, or more, in Lands, or otherwiſe, ſo that 
he might be partaker of the Prayers, appointed for the Benefactors of 


the College, his Name was ordained to be inſcribed. among 


himſelf alſo prayed for; which article, tho' King Henry V. confirmed, 
yet he provided, that neither the Cz/tes or Canons, ſhould thenceforth 
admit of any ſuch charge upon the College, without the conſent of 
the Sovereign, his Deputy, or the Knights Companions of the Order.

The charitable intention of the royal Founder, was to provide for 


| Fach only as were truly Objects of Charity, and therefore he deſcribes | 


(even in the Inſtrument of Foundation) what kind of Men they ſhall 
be, viz. Poor-Knights, weak in Body, indigent and decayed; 145 to 
like effect is their qualification inſerted in the Statutes of Inſtitution of 
the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, vig. ſuch as through adverſe 
fortune were brought to that extremity, that they had not of their own 
wherewith to ſuſtain them, or live ſo genteely as became a military 
condition: But this being thought not enough, the ſame is repeated 
(probably for greater caution) in King Henry V. and King Henry VIII. 
Statutes, to prevent bin er Founder's pious intention, and againſt 
admittance of ſuch as are otherwiſe able to live of themſelves ; which 
conjecture is not improbable, becauſe we find the ancient Statutes of 
the College ordained (as alſo the orders of Queen Elizabeth) that in 
caſe there ſhould happen to fall to any of the 4/ms-Knights, either 
Lands or Rents, by ſucceſſion or any other way, to'the yearly value of 
twenty Pounds or more; then ſuch Nuigbt ſhould immediately be re- 
moved from the College, and made'incapable of receiving any Profits 
or Emoluments thence, and another Alms. Knigbt preferr'd into his

Their preſentation when firſt admitted, was by the ſame hands that 
preſented the firſt Canons, vis. each Knight- Companion of the Order

Sovereign of this moſt Noble Order.

Their duty was to attend the ſervice of God, and pray for the pro-

| every day preſent at high Maſs,, the Maſſes of the Virgin Mary, as alſo 
at Veſpers and Compline, from the beginning to the end, except any 
| lawful occaſion did impede : But it was ordained,, that for every day's 
| abſence from the Chapel, they ſhould be debarred. of receiving the 
twelve · pence per Diem; and whatſoever was raiſed from ſuch Forfei- 
tures, {ould be converted to the uſe of the reſt of the A/ms-Knights 
then being in the Caltle of Mind/ir.;, 1 oo oe onde nn. 


| Notwithſtanding which Decree, it appears that the Dean did after- 

wards take eee the diſpoſure of theſe mulcts at his pleaſure, 
which occaſioned the Alms-Knigbis to complain to Adam, Lord Biſhop 
of St. David's, Chancellor of England, and Viſitor of the College, 
| who among other of his Injunctions, dated October 8, Anno 2. Ric. II. 
commanded that the mulcts ſhould: be equally diſtributed among thoſe 
Alms-Knights who did attend at divine Service in the Chapel, as the 
Statute had enjoined; and beſides, the like complaint being made for 
the Dean's diſpoſing of Donations, and other Liberalities of the 
| Knights-Companions, ſo. that the Alms-Rnigbis had no part thereof 
towards their ſuſtentation; this Chancellor alſo. appointed an equal 
diſtribution of them among the A/ms-Knghts and Canons, until the 
King and his Council ſhould otherwiſe determine. 


lt ſeems farther (about the beginning of the reign of K. Henry VI) theſe 
quotidian diſtributions, and the fotty Shillings per Annum aſſigned them,

Theſe and other differences between the Dean, Canons, and Alm. 
Knights, grew at length ſo wide, that they could not be reconciled; in. 
ſomuch as in the Act of Parliament, Anno 22. Edward IV. for the in- 
corporation of the Cyftos and Canons, by the name of Dean and Canons 
the Alms-Knights were not only omitted, but this Clauſe inſerted, 
« That the Dean and Canons, and their Succeſſors, ſhould for ever- 
4 more be utterly quit and diſcharged from all manner of exhibition 
ee or charge of, or for any of the ſaid Knights.” And this was ob. 
tained upon pretence, that the King had greatly increaſed the number 
of the Miniſters of the Chapel, ſo that the revenue was nor- ſufficient 
to maintain both them and the Alms-Knzghts ; as alſo that the King had 
otherwiſe provided for the Alms-Knigbts: But we elſewhere find ſome 
other cauſe, and this afterwards alledged by the Dean and Canons, in 
their anſwer to the Nights Petition for repeal of the ſaid Act, vis. 
that William Omerey, and John Kendall, Alms-Knights, labouted muck 
before this Act paſſed, to be incorpyrate by themſelves, to get Lands ſet. 
tled on them, to be exempt from the obedience and rule of the Dear 
and Canons, and governed by Ordinances made among themſelves,

In rhe ſecond place, this Act being thus obtained, and the Alm 
Knights divided from the body of the College, as alſo ſtruck off from 
f beben of the Quotidians, Portions, and Fees, aſſigned by the 
foundation of King Edward III. how they next ſubſiſted doth not fully 
enough appear: But ſo ſoon as King Henry VII. came to the Crown, 
they petitioned the King and Parliament, for, repeal. of the Act, Ann 
22. Edward IV. 8 was gained without their knowled pe, Of 
being called thereunto: To which Petition the Dean and Canons an- 
ſwered, and the Alms-Knights replied, but it ſeems all they could al- 
ledge did not induce the Parliament to repeal the Act; but on the 
contrary, the Dear and Canons ſome years after obtained an exempli- 
fication thereof, under the great Seal, dated Februaty 4, Anno 18.

In the interval between the diſunion of the College and Alms-Kuigbis 
by the aforeſaid Act, to their eſtabliſnment by Queen Elizabeth, their 
Habit and Badge continued the ſame, and was fo confirmed by King 
| Henry VIII. Statutes: But it may be collected from his laſt Will, that 

there was then an intention to draw the Garter about the Scutcheon of 
St. George's Arms, but it took no effect. It is to be obſerved alſo, that in 
this interval, ſeveral perſons who had been of conſiderable quality and 
worth, became Alms-Knigbhts, ſome of them were nevertheleſs great 
objects of Charity; among whom was Sir Robert Champlain, Knt. a 
valiant Soldier, and one whoſe martial ſervices abroad, rendered him 
an honour to our Nation. . eee 1 eee 


It ſeems he had taken part in the Civil Wars here, with King Henry 

VI. againſt King Edward IV. ſhortly after whoſe coming to the Crown 
he left England, and travelled into Hungary (having with him an 
Equipage of three Servants and four Horſes) where, in the aſſiſtance 
of Matthias Corvinus, King of Hungary, againſt the Turk, he behaved 
himſelf bravely, and like a valiant Knight: But proſperous Fortune 
not attending him at all times, he 1 many wounds, and at length 
; . 1. 0000 
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was taken priſoner, loſt all, and forced: to pay 1500 Ducates for his 
Ranſom. For the juſtification of all which, he obtained ſeveral ay. 
thentick Teſtimonies under the Great Seal of Matthias, King of Hun. 
gary; Feronimus, Archbiſhop of Crete, Legate de Latere in Hungary, 
 Fregerick, the third Emperor of Germany; Renat, King of Sicily (Fa- 
ther to Queen Margaret, Wife of our King Henry VI.) Frederici, 
Count Palatine of the Rhine; Charles, Duke of Burgundy; and laitly, 
a Declaration thereof from our King Edward IV. under his Privy Seal, | 
dated April 3, in the 19th year of his Reign. And being reduced to 
a low condition, by his great loſſes and the charge of his Ranſom, he 

was through the favour of King Henry VII. admitted an Alms-Kmght

But ſome others, made their retreat hither, and obtained admittance 
into this Fraternity, probably out of devotion, rather than the cauſe of 
poverty; and among theſe were Thomas Hulme, ſometime Clarencieux

cretary of the French Tongue; and Bartholomew Weſtby, made fecond

It is manifeſt by the Will of Henry, VIII. beforementioned (as alſo by 
an Indenture Tripartite between Edward VI. of the firſt part, the Ex. 
ecutors of his Father of the ſecond part, and the Dean and Canons of 
Windſor of the third part, dated Auguſt 4, Anno 1. Edward VI.) that 
he intended a 're-eſtabliſhment of half the antient number of Alm:

King Edward VI. (in performance of this Will) Ocfober 7, in the 
firſt year of his Reign, did ſettle ſeveral lands upon the College, which 
we ſhall mention by and by; immediately after which, the Dean and 
Canons were put in poſſeſſion thereof, and received the Rents: But 
600 J. per Ann. of theſe Rents, were by them paid back at the appoint- 
ment of the then Lord Treaſurer, tobe employed in building of Houſes 
for the Alms-Knghts, intended to be ſettled as King Henry VIII.

But it ſeems this work was not begun till the laſt of February, Ann.

King James I. was pleaſed to double their Penſion, vig. to each of them 
18 J. 55. more, and made it payable out of the Exchequer by quarterly 
payments. The Governor of theſe Alm-KNnigbits has moreover an ad- 
ditional Salary of 34. 6s. 8 d. with many other perquiſites peculiar to 


Io theſe thirteen Alms-Knights there were added, in the Reign of King 
& Charles I. five more, viz. two of the Foundation of Sir Peter la Maire, 
Ent. and three of Sir Francis Crane, ſometime Chancellor of this moſt

= For Sir Peter la Maire, by his laſt Will and Teſtament, bearing 
date January 8, Anno 1631. bequeathed the ſum of 15007. to be be- 
ſtow'd and ſettled to and for ſuch charitable and pious uſes, and in 
ſuoch manner and form as Sir Francis Crane (who had married his 
Liſter) ſhould think fit and appoint, within four years after his death. 


| Afterwards Sir Francis determining (very greatly to his own fame 
and the honour of the Order) to erect certain Houſes in Vindſer Caſtle, 

| forthe dwelling of theſe five A/ms-K7nights, did thereupon deſign the ſaid 
15001, towards that uſe, and added alſo money of his own to make 
up the reſt; charging his Executor (Sir Richard Crane his Brother, af- 
terwards created Baronet) by his Will, dated AuguPt 27, Anno 1 
to ſee the Buildings, which himſelf had begun, finiſhed. He alſo be- 
queathed for ever 200 J. per Annum, to be ſettled in Lands by his 
Executor, according to the advice and direction of Thomas, then Earl 
of Arundel and Surry, and Henry Lord Matrevers, his eldeſt Son, to 
ſerve for the perpetual maintenance of theſe. five Alm Knights, after the

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The Settlement being perfected, in a Chapter held at Mhiteball, 
January 14, Anno 12, Charles II. The Sovereign decreed, that the

among the five new inſtituted Alms-K7ights quarterly, by even and

IHE Miniſters, or Officers of the free College and Chapel of St. 


George, bring up the rear in the Patent of Foundation; under 
which title are comprehended, firſt, the ſuperior Officers, namely, the 
Chantor, Steward, and Treaſurer. | g Fe 


The Chantor is ordained to be choſen from among the Canons, the 
chief part of whoſe Office is to govern thoſe that ſing in the Choir, 
and ſuch as are employed about divine Service: Before the Reformation 
in Religion, he appointed who of them ſhould begin the Antiphones, 
celebrate the Maſſes, and read the Leſſons, Epiſtles, and Goſpels; with 
"theſe, to his care was committed the cuftody of the Books, Crofles, 
Chalices, Veſtments, and all the ſacred Ornaments of the Chapel: He 
receives the Offerings there made, and accompts for them; for all 
which ſervice an annual Penfion is allowed him. 


The Steward and Treaſurer are annually choſen on the morrow after 
Mic bhaelmas Day, from out of the Canon-Reſidents. To the Steward. 
Office belongs the government of the revenue of the College; the 
Rents and Profits ariſing thence, he is to pay to the Treaſurer: To his 
keeping is delivered the Ornaments, Jewels, and other Treaſure of the 
Chapel, not committed to the Chantor, under the obligation of render- 
ing an account, and he receives a yearly Penſion from the College. 


The Treaſurer is appointed to diſtribute to the Cuſtos, Canons, Vicar, 
and every other Miniſter of the Chapel, the Penſions and Allowances 
aſſigned to them; of which, if he fail eight days after the expiration of 
their ſet times of Payment, he is debarred of his own Quotidians, as 
C2nox-Reſident, until ſuch arrears be diſcharged ; ſo alſo the Steward, 
if he be faulty herein; and the Treaſurer has in like manner a yearly

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As there is one T; 3 who receives the rents of the old Lands, 
ſo was there appointed another diſtinct from the former; and choſen 
from among the Canons, to receive the rents of the new Lands, (within

The Chapter-Clerl's Office, or Regiſterſhip, is to enter or regiſter all 
Acts agreed upon in the Chapter-Houſe; he alſo draws, ingroſſeth, and 
regiſtereth all Indentures, Patents, Grants, Leaſes, and other Writings, 
which paſs under the common ſeal of the Dean and Canons; his Pen- 
ſion is 3 J. 65. 8 d. per Annum. The under Stewardſhip, and Chapter- 
8 Clerk/hip went ſometimes heretofore together, but of late they are di- 
vided, and now this Officer is alſo a Bariſter at Law. 5. 


| Of the Vergers inſtitution, the ſtatutes of the College take notice, and 
appoint, that in the Chapel, at proceſſions and other ſolemnities, he

of © HE Endowments wherewith King Edward HI. inveſted this Col. V 
lege, by his Letters Patent of Foundation before-mentioned, 5 
were firſt the Advowſons of the Churches of Wyrardegbury (vulgarly 4 
called Rasbury) in the Dioceſs of Lincoln; of Southtanton, in the Dio- 1 
ceſs of Exeter; and of Uttoxater, in the Dioceſs of Coventry and Lich. y 


field. Theſe he gave to the Cuſtos, Canons, Alms-Knights, and Mini. 
ſtters of the College, to hold in free, pure, and perpetual Alm; 
chroughly and perpetually, free from all ſecular exactions; with licence 
to appropriate the fame to the College, notwithſtanding the Statute of vc 
Mortmain: He thereby alſo appointed ſo much of his Treaſure a C 
ſhould be for their decent ſupport, until he had ſertled an immoveable Wl C. 
Eſtate of 1000 J. per Aunum upon them in Lands, Benefices, or Rents 


But as for two of theſe Advowſons, viz. Urtoxater, and Southtanton; 
tis to be doubted there was afterwards diſcovered ſome defect in the 
King's title to them, and that the right of Patronage lay rather in Henn 
Eat of Lancaſter, and Thomas Earl of Warwick; for June 18, Anm 
23, Edio. III. the King granted ſpecial licence to Henry Earl of Lan. 
caſter, that he ſhould give and aſſign to the Cuftos and Chaplains of the 
Chapel of St. George in Windſor, and their Succeſſors for ever, the 

Advowſon of the Church of Urtoleſbatre, it being there ſaid to be of 
the Earl's proper Patronage ; and the like licence to Thomas Beauchant, 
Earl of Warwick, for aſſigning to them the Advowſon of the Church 
of Southtanton, that being of his Patronage alſo. The King gave ipe- 

* Cial licence likewiſe to receive theſe Advowſons from theſe Earls, and 
to appropriate them to the uſe of the College. 5

January 28, following, this royal Founder gave unto the Cſſos and: 

College, by the name of Cuſtos and Chaplains of his Free Chapel of 

E Windſor, one Meſſuage, 17 Acres of Land, one Acre of Paſture, 

and 3 5. Rent, with the Appurtenances lying in Myrardesbury in the 

County of Buckingham, which had been conveyed to him by Richard 

de Glouceſter, Heir to Tfabella de Ditton. And on May 22, enſuing, IM 
he alſo granted unto them the Advowſon of the Church of Tachet near | 
Windjor, with licence to appropriate it to them and their Sueceſſors. 


In the following year (primo Marti) the King gave them the Ad- 
vowſons of the Churches of Eure in Buckinghamſhire, of Riſfon in the 
County of Norfolk, and of Whadvon and Caxton in the County of 
Cambridge, to appropriate theſe alſo to them and their Succeſſors. 
And May q, after, he likewiſe granted and aſſign'd to them, the Ad- 
vowſon of th&Churches of Spmondesbourn (which the College in the 
Reign of King Edward IV. ſurrendered to Richard Duke of Glouceſter ) 
and of St. Stephen's of Saltaſh, with the like licenſe of Appropriation. 
But the firſt of theſe was the gift of Queen Ehillipa, ſhe having pur- 
chaſed it of Sir ohn Darcy, Knt.. and the other of Edward the Black 
Prince; and both granted by them, firft to the King, that by his Grant 
afterwards to the College, its Title might be better ſtrengthened, 


October 26, in the ſame year, the King granted to the ſaid: Cos

Moreover the Founder granted to them and their Succeſſors, Fu} 
18, Anno 26, Edward III. the Manour of Eure near Feybridge, with 
its Appurtenances in Buckinghamfhrre ; the Manour of Craſwell, with 
its Appurtenances in the pariſh of Bray, in the County of Berks; and a 
certain Weare, call'd Braybroeh, placed in the river of Thames, with 
all the Lands and Tenements in the ſaid Pariſh conveyed unto him by 
Sir Fohn Philibert; together with all the Knights Fees, and Adyowſon 
of Churches, Chapels, Chantries, and other things whatſoever, to the 
faid Manors, Lands and Tenements belonging. or appertaining. And 
February 23, following, a Writ iſſued to Henry de Greyſtocł, Clerk, 
Steward of the Lands ſet apart for the uſe of the King's Chamber, and 
to Robert de Haddon, Eſcheator of the ſame Lands, to give full Seifin

| Afterwards, the King conſidering, that all the Lands he had al. 


ſigned for ſupport of this College, were yet too little for that end; and 
being defirous to have it better provided for, he further granted to the 
Cuſtos and College and their Succeſſors, by like Letters Patent, a 
Penſion of 100 J. yearly, out of the Exchequer. Theſe Letters Patent 
were afterwards vacated, for that by other like Letters, dated May 12, 
Anno 34, Edward III. he gave them Lands to the yearly value of 
10:7, 115.

CHAPTER IX.

This Chapel is exempt from the Juriſdiction of Archbiſhops, Biſhops, |

and Prebendſhip, is received from ſuch of the Canons-Reſident, to 


whom the King (who collates) doth recommend him by his Letters; 
and other marks of Exemption peculiar to this College appear by the 
conſtant proving of Wills before the Dean, or in his abſence before 
his Lieutenant; in uſing the power of Excommunication within their 
Juriſdiction (which is the Precincts of the College) and diſpenſing with 
themſel ves, for eating of Fleſh in Lenrtrt. | 


Add to theſe, that the Ordinances for the Chantry-Priefts were . 
firmed by the Dean and Chapter, not by the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, fo 


alſo were the Statutes of the ne- Commons. Nor doth the Dean, who 


hath the cure of Souls, pay any Synodals or Procurations; nor can any 
of the King's Chaplains preach in the Chapel of St. George, unleſs he 


be a Canon there, without the King's ſpecial Mandate, or leave of the

. reference both to the ſpiritual and temporal affairs of this College, | 
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The Dean and Canons ſend no Delegares to Synods; and when 
this point fell into debate Anno 1640, it was carried in the negative, 
as being a perfect novelty, and againſt their Liberties, and might intitle 
chem to the payment of Subſidies, and conſequently bring a new charge 
upon the College: Nor have they ſhare in the Government of the 
Church, as other Deans and Chapters have; fo that notwithſtanding 
any alteration or diſſolution of the Government of the Church here in 
England, by Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Deans and Chapters, this/College 
cannot be concerned, more than the Colleges in the Univerſities, where 
there are many nominal Deans, h 


Laſtly, after the Act for Uniformity, paſt Anno 14, Car. II. where- 
by every Clergyman was bound to ſubſcribe before the Archbifhop, or 
his Ordinary; the Canons ſubſcribed before the Dean of . Windſor, he 
being the Ordinary of the Hlace; and tho? ſome of them ia majorem 
cautionem, ſubſcribed alſo before the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, yet was 
it with this /a/oo, ſaving the Rights and Privileges of this Free Chapel. 


Thus much in relation to the eceleſiaſtical Privileges of the College: 
As to the temporal and civil, what the Founder granted to it, being 
very large and beneficial (in regard he was born here, and touched 
with a prerogative of affection to this Place) and hath ſince been con- 
firmed by ſeveral of his Succeſſors, we ſhall here inſert. 


Firſt then, the Founder King Edward III. by his Charter, dated |

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CHAPTER N 


Of the Houſes of the DEAN and PREBENDS, and 
other Officers of the COLLEGE. 


HE Lodgings of the Dean and Prebends are ſituated behind 
T St. George's Chapel, in the lower Court or Ward, as may be ſeen: 
by the Plan of the Caſtle. The Apartments of the Dean are large and 
commodious; the old part was built in the reign of King Henry VII. 
when Dr. Ur/wick was Dean, as appears by his Arms yet remaining on 
that part of the Building, with this Inſcription, _ 
 .._ Chriſtofor Urlwick Decanus, 1500. 


Many improvements have been ſince made by ſucceſſive Deans, and 
of late eſpecially; by Dr. Robinſon late Dean of this Chapel, and Biſhop 
of London; alſo by the Rev. Dr. Booth, the preſent worthy/ Dean. In 
the great Hall are the Arms of the Sovereign, and Knights-Companions. 
of the Garter, removed from the Chapter-Houſe after their Inſtalla- 
tion, In an Apartment called the Garter-Room, the: Knights-Com- 
panions meet the Morning of their Inſtallation, and put on their Robes, . 
and from hence begins the. Proceſſion to che Chapel: In. this Room is. 
a very ancient Screen, on which are painted, and properly. blazoned, 
the Arms of King Edward III. and of the ſeveral Sovereigns and 
Knights-Companions, from the Foundation of this moſt Noble Order, 
to the preſent time: Over this Screen, Hum 14. Car. I. was affixed a 
Tablet, with the following Inſcription; but let it be firſt remarked,, 
that this ſmall. Compliment of a Subject, to his Prince, and this moſt 
illuſtrious National Order; in the following times, did not eſcape the 
Hands of Men, who in their mad fit, paid little regard, both to Reli- 
gious, and.

This -Library 
lately received a conſiderable addition from the late Earl of Ranelagh,

Adjoining are the Houſes of the Minor Canons, Clerks, and other 
Officers of the Chapel, built Circular, in the reign of King Henry 
VII. or rather in the ſhape of a Fetter-lock, in alluſion as is ſaid, to 
one of the Badges of that Prince, or his royal Predeceſſor K. Edw.

Of the Inſtitution of the moſt Noble Order of the 


JE come now to treat of the moſt illuſtrious Order of the Ga RTER, 


/ founded by the great and noble Prince, Edward III. King of 


England and of France, for the Improvement of Military Honour and 
the Reward of Virtue ; an Inſtitution of Honour fo highly valued and 


eſteemed, that the greateſt Monarchs and Princes of Europe have de- 


| fired, in their times to be Companions thereof: And as it is the moſt an- 
tient Order of military Honour, and inſtituted. by the royal Founder 


for truly great and noble purpoſes, it has ever ſince the firſt Founda- 


tion, ſtrictly retained its original dignity, and ſurpaſs'd all other Orders 
of Knighthood in true grandeur and nobleneſs. 


However the concurrent Teſtimony of Hiſtorians, and the Re- 
cords of the Order, determine and agree 'in the Perſon of the royal 
Founder, and the true cauſe of the firſt Inſtitution, Ir militarem vir- 
tutem honoribus, pramits atq; ſplendore decoret (Camden in Attrebat.) To 
adorn martial Virtue with Honours, Rewards and Splendor : To increaſe 
Virtue and Valour in the Hearts of the Nobility (Helyn Coſmogr.) yet it 
muſt be obſerved, common Fame has departed from truth, and given 
an amorous Account of the Inſtitution of this moſt Noble Order, 
and a vulgar opinion has prevailed, © That at a ſolemn Ball in King 


Edward's Court, the Garter of Joan Counteſs of Salisbury, caſually 


falling off in dancing, that Prince haſtily took it up from the ground; 


at which his Nobles and Courtiers ſmiling, and giving it an amorous 


turn, the King taking notice of their ſportive humour, immediately 

replied in French, Honi ſoit qui mal y Penſe. And added, That in a 
ſhort time, they ſhould ſee that Garter advanced to ſo high Honour, as 
to account themſelves moſt happy to wear it. LS | 


Another 
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Another Tradition of like Authority has alſo prevailed, © That at a 
time when the Queen departed from King Edward's preſence to her 
own Apartment, he following her ſoon after, happened tb eſpy a 
blue Garter lying on the ground (thought to have ſlipt from her Leg 
as ſhe went along) whilſt ſome of his Attendants paſſed by it, as diſ- 
daining to ſtoop at ſuch a trifle ; but he knowing the owner, com- 
manded it to be taken up and given to him, at the receipt whereof, 
he ſaid, You make but ſmall account of this Garter, but within few 
months, I will cauſe the beſt of you all to reverence the lite.“ And ſome 
think that the Motto of the Garter was the Queen's Anſwer; when 
the King aſked her, What men would conjecture of her, upon loſing 
her Garter in ſuch a manner? Dt, e 


That both theſe relations are remote from truth, and unſupported | 
by the leaſt authority, is evident, from the Statutes of the Order, 
which give not the leaſt appearance to countenance the conceit of a fe- 
minine Inſtitution, and the filence of the Hiſtorians of that Age, who 
muſt be beſt acquainted with the true purpoſe of the Royal Founder: 
Neither did this report, however it might gain eredit with the common 
People, get admirtance into Hiſtory, till near two hundred years after, 
that Polydor Vergil, unacquainted with the affairs of this Nation, and an 
Author on many accounts of little eſteem, ſpeaking of this Order ¶Angl. 
Hiſt. lib. 1.) ſays, De cauſa autem inſtituendi Ordinis omnino ambigitur: 
fama tamen apud vulgus etiam nunc tenet, Edovardum aliquando e terra 
collegiſſe Regin ſeu amicæ tibiarum tegminis ligamen, quod forte reſolutum 
ita, ut uſu venit, ceciderat, et nonnullis beroibus id videntibus, ac jocoſe 
cavillantibus,. dixiſſe, brevi tempore futurum, ut ejuſinodi cingulo etiam 
ab illis ſummus haberetur honor, atque non multo poſt iſtiuſmodi ordinem 
1 % ac eum addidiſſetitulum, quo teftaretur ipſos heroes contra quam 
erat, de ſe judicium feciſſe. Et fama vulgi talis. „ 

Mr. Aſbmole, in his Hiſtory of this moſt Noble Order, has ſufficiently 
exploded this tradition, and inter alia juſtly remarks, That the Writers of 
the French Nation, with whom at that time a continued War had diſ- 
ſolved all obligations of Friendſhip and Civility, would readily have 
caſt a reflection on this amorous Inſtitution, and the Lady's Garter _ | 

| > | | tainly 
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tainly had not paſſed by without a ſneer from their Authors, had there 


been the leaſt foundation in fact to have ſupported the reflection. 


| Add to this, chat Polyder Vergil is not ſo confident to aſcertain the 


Lady whoſe Garter it was, only warily ſays, it was Regine ſeu amice 


tibiarum tegminis ligamen, either the Queen's, or the King's Miſtreſs's; 
concerning the latter, which has more generally. prevailed, Authors 
here again greatly differ, ſome calling her Joanne, ſome Katherine, 
and others Alice, Counteſs of Salisbury and Kent, and ſometimes of 
both: All which Mr. Aſbmole proves to be equally improbable with the 
Story itſelf; and with the learned Dr. Heylyn, who took no ſmall pains 
to ſatisfy himſelf and the World in this particular, we may conclude 
this notion of the Lady's Garter to be a vain and idle Romance dere- 


gatory both to the Founder and the Order; firſt publiſhed by Polyder 
Vergil, a ſtranger to the affairs of England, and by him taken upon 


© no better ground than fama Yulgi, the tradition of the common 
© People, too trifling a Foundation for ſo great a Building; common 
HBruit being ſo infamous an Hiſtorian, that wiſe Men neither report 
< after it, nor give credit to any thing they receive from it.” [Co/mogr. 
lib. 1.] And yet has it fo fallen out, that many learned Men, for want 


of reflection, have unwarily run any with this vulgar Error. 


Another opinion there is, which refers the Inſtitution to King Richard 
I. tying a Leathern Thong or Garter about the Legs of a choſen num- 
ber of Knights, when his Forces were employed againſt Cyprus and 


Acon, and well-nigh tired out with the tediouſneſs of the Siege, to 


put them in mind of the future glory that ſhould acrue to them, with 
aſſurance of worthy Rewards if they overcame; and that after a long 
interval of time, and divers Victories obtained by him, the faid King 
returning into his Country, determined with himſelf to inſtitute and 
ſettle this moſt Noble Order of St. George, on whoſe Patronage the 
Engliſh ſo much relied. —Thus much we ſhall find preſently related in 
the Preface to the Black Book of che Order; but ſhould it be admitted 


that King Richard I. did make uſe of this device in the Holy Land; yet 


that he thence took occaſion to frame a diſtinct Order of Knighthod 
afterwards, there is not the leaſt mention © |

| were Twenty, four; that nor only Britons were admitted, but Stran- 
a gers alfo of other Nations, who Gut of a deſtte of Glory, came over 
Hither, to make proof of their Sufficiency in the exereiſe of Arms 
with the Bruüiſd Knights, and that the general qualifications for elec- 
tion were, that they ſhould be Perſons of Nobility and Dignity, re- 
nown'd for Vertue and Valour, and admirably well-{kilF'4 in the know- 
ledge and uſe of Arms. e e |

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And it may add ſome reputation to King Arthur's Rum Table, by 
obſerving farther, that the like Round Table grew into great requeſt 
ſhortly after the Norman Succeſſion, and continued long with us; be- 
ing ordinarily ſer up at the grand Martial Exerciſes, called Haffiludes, 
Nec or Tonrneaments ; or as Mat. Paris explains it, Potius ludus mili- 
taris, qui menſa Rotunda dicitur.

pertinent in the preſent place to give a remarkable inſtance of the Ge- 
nerofity and noble Spirit of King Edward, and the bad effects of the 
Jealouſy of Philip, who at this time, and probably on this account, 
began to be ſuſpicious of certain of his Lords, and others of his Court, 
who had hitherto ſerved him faithfully, as if notwithſtanding, they 
ſecretly favoured King Edward's Cauſe; that this ſuſpicion of Philip's 
was truly grounded no where appears; but however, according to the 
Hiſtorians Froiſſard and Mezeray, that Prince under pretence of a ſo- 
lemn Tournament, which he, Anno 1344, held at Paris, in imitation 
of King Edward's at Windſor, drew thither the Lord Oliver Cliſſon, with 
ten or twelve other Lords of Bretagne, in Company of the Lord Charles 
of Blois, and there the moſt loyal and valiant Lord Cliſon was ſuddenly 
by the Jealous King's order apprehended, and clap'd in Priſon, no Man be- 
ing able to imagine for what reaſon; unleſs, that becauſe King Edward 
had choſe rather lately, to releaſe him by exchange for the Lord Stafford, he 
was therefore ſuſpected to be a ſecret Friend to the Engliſb; and not- 
withſtanding, that he had ſo gallantly recovered Vannes from the Eng- 
Efp, atid at the fame time had rid King Philip of the Lord Robert of 
Artois, one of his moſt mortal Enemies, now without any proceſs or 
hearing, he was adjudged to be drawn through the City to the place of 
excution; where, according to Fabian, he loſt his Head; and after that, 
His Body was hanged in Chains upon a Gibbet, and his Head ſent to 
Nantes in Bretagne, where it was advanced upon a pole over the Gates 
of the City, to the great aſtoniſhment, ſays Mezeray,. of all Men, and 

the infinite regret and indignation of the Nobility; whoſe Blood, till 
now, was not uſed to be ſhed, but in Battle for that cruel Prince's

King Edward was informed immediately of theſe horrid Tragedies, 

at Windſor, by Henry Malęſtroit, younger Brother to Sir Godfrey before- 
named, and Maſter of the Requeſts to King Philip, who came over to 
England in deep diſpleaſure, complaining unto the King moſt bitterly, - 
© of the death of his Father, Brother and Couſin, and how cruelly, 
and without all reaſon King Philip had executed ſeveral other Lords, 
Knights, and Eſquires, and eſpecially the noble Lord Cliſſon, who had 

« ſo faithfully and valiantly ſerved againſt the Engliſb, only becauſe he 
© had a jealouſy, that they were ſecretly King Edward's Friends: 
© Wherefore he exhorted him earneſtly, that fince the French King had 
thereby broken the Truce lately concluded, he would renew the War 
* againſt him, and revenge the Blood of thoſe his innocent Friends. 


When King Edward had received this News, and that the Lord 
Cliſſn, and other noble Knights had loſt their lives for his. ſake; ac- 
cording to the ſame Authors, Froiſſard and Mezeray, he took deep in- 
dignation at this inveterate malice of the French King's, and was once 
in mind to have ſerved the Lord Henry du Leon, a Lord of Bretagne, 
who was now his Priſoner, in the ſame manner; but the generous Earl 
of Darby, ſhewed to Him and his Council ſuch reaſons as altered his 
intention, and ſomewhat calmed his paſſion.: Sir, ſaid he, tho' King 
Philip being ſtung. with mortal jealouſy, hath raſhly done ſo baſe an 
(action, as unjuſtly to put to death ſuch valiant and worthy Knights; 
© yet for God's ſake, let not the bright ſplendour of your Name be ſul- 
lied with any ſuch black and ſhameful deed; and to ſay the truth, 
* your Priſoner. Sir Henry, as he was no way acceſſary to his Maſter's: 
fault, ſo methinks ought not to find any harder uſage for the ſame, 
but rather to be put to a reaſonable Ranſom, as a Man of Honour 
© taken in the Wars. 1 „ 


Hereupon the King, who always was inclinable to hear reaſon, be- 
came ſomething more pacified, and ſent for Lord Henry du Leon to 
come before him, at Which time he ſpake thus unto. him, ſhaking his 
Head for anger: * Ah, Sir Henry, Sir Henry ! Mine adverſary, Philip 


de 
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© de Valeis hath ſhew'd in a moſt eruel manner his extream Tyranny, 
© unjuſtly to put to death ſuch worthy Knights; wherewith T'am in- 
© finitely diſpleaſed (altho I never held any Correſpondence with any 
© of them) becauſe I queſtion not but he did it in deſpight of Us: And 


therefore, if I would contend with him in malice, I could now ſerve 


© you in like manner; for you have done to me and mine more diſplea. 
© ſure in Bretagne than any other. But this I will paſs by, and (let 
Philip do his worſt) to our power we ſhall preſerve our reputation, 
© and not care to imitate him in his ignoble and unprincely Actions. 
© Wherefore for my Couſin of Darby's ſake, who hath entreated me 


in your behalf, I am content to deliver you for a ſmall Ranſom, on 


© condition you will do as I require you.” The Knight anſwer'd, mak- 


ing a low reverence, * Sir, I ſhall readily do what you pleaſe to com- 
mand me.” Then the King proceeded, © I know well you are one 
© of the moſt ſubſtantial Knights in Bretagne, and (if I would be ſtrict 


< with you) that you are well able to pay me 30 or 40000 Scutes : * 


But if you will engage upon your honour to go to mine Adverſary, 
© Philiþ de Valois, and to ſhew him from me, That fince he 'hath ſi 


< cruelly and unjuſtly put to death ſuch valiant Knights in Jpight of me, 
Lay and will prove, that he hath broken the Truce lately taken between me 


© and bim; wherefore alſo J renounce it utterly on my part, and from thi 
day forward mortally defy him. This meſſage If you will truly per- 
form, your Ranſom ſhall be but 10,000 Scutes which you ſhall truly 
< pay, and ſend to Bruges within 15 days after you have croſg'd the 
© Seas. And moreover you ſhall ſay to all Knights and Eſquires of thoſe 


© parts, that for all this they forbear not to come to our Feaſt at 


NVMindſor, for they ſhall be welcome to us, and enjoy the benefit of 
our ſafe conduct as we have declared. Sir, replied the Knight, to 


© the beſt of my power, I fhall perform your commands; and God 
© reward your Majeſty for the great clemency you are pleas d to ſhew

In a few days after, Sir Henry took his leave of the King, and went 
on board at Southampton, with intent to go to *Harfleur in Norman), 


and from thence to Paris, to deliver King Edward's Defiance: But 


A Scute is Six Shillings and Eight-pence Sterling, 
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meeting in his paſſage with a violent ſtorm, they were obliged to fling 


their Horſes and other goods overboard; and in a weak ſtate of health, 


Sir Henry at length gained Land at Crotoy in Picardy. From thence: 


this valiant, but unfortunate gentleman, was obliged with his com- 


pany to go on foot to Abbeville, about five leagues diſtance, before they 
could get Horſes. And Sir Henry grew ſo ſick that he was fain to 
be carried in a Litter to Paris, where he did his meſſage to King Philip 
very punctually; but on his return home into Bretagne, he died at 
the City of Angiers, on the borders of his own country. — 


But to return. King Edward finding that his Entertainment of 
Stranger Knights, and the revival of King Arthur's Round Table, was 
too general, and did not ſufficiently bind them to him: He reſolved upon 
a deſign more particular and ſelect, and ſuch as might oblige and tie thoſe 
whom he thought fit to make his Aſſociates, in a firm bond of Friend.

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But beſides theſe authorities, we. have met with ſome other teſtimo-

In the Preface to the Black Book of the Order; by the Garter, the 
Knights-Companions are admoniſh'd religiouſly, ſincerely, friendly, 
faithfully, and dextrouſly to go through whatſoever they undertake;

| Statutes of the Order, neither to fruſtrate the rights of Peace and 
Friendſhip, vilify the law of Arms, or to proceed in any thing farther, 
than Faith or Compact, or the bond of Friendſhip will admit.“ And 
thus have ſeveral Authors ſymbolically deſcanted upon this and the 
other Enſigns of the Order.

the greateſt acceſſion of Honour that could happen to them; and on 
the Plan and Oeconomy thereof, did erect ſeyeral military Orders in 
their own Territories, which, ſays.

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* Ornaments'of\Kings, or rather Duties enjoined them by. the Almighty, 
* that is to ſay, a due and proper regulation of Knighthood, and con- 
« tinual improvement in military Atchievements, as a ſure and laſting 
defence to the Commonwealth, and what. is principally neceſſary for 
it; and on which, as it. were depends the other, which is a firm eſta- 
« bliſhment of Religion, highly tending to the glory and honour of 
God, and adyantage of all and every Kingdom well and truly govern- 
ed, reſolved at laſt to follow in this particular, the. ſeveral Examples 
© of his own and other, flouriſhing Kingdoms, who at all times provided 
for the ſplendor and juſt magnificence of Knighthood, partly to pre- 
« ſerve the glory of their Anceſtors in good and laſting memory, and 
« partly to encourage their Youth to imitate; them and aim at true glory ; 
6 wiſely, following, the examples of the Ancients, among whom for 
great and good actions, the Images and Statues of their Anceſtors 
were wont to be placed in their Houſes with great magnificence and 


glory, and ſometimes Crowns were put upon the Heads of the Sta- 


« wes, and in proceſs, of time, other marks and diſtinctions of honour 
were publickly made uſe of, as the caſe required, and the honour,

« dignity, and degree of their Houſe and Family were diſtinguiſhed by 
© their Bearings: That their Nobility and Youth. encouraged by theſe 


* honours ſhould aim at glory, and ſo improve the endowments both of 


© Body and Mind, that having gone through the ſame labours and dif- 
{ ficulties, they might ac..laſt,, attain to the like honour and glory. 
And it is, no ſmall advantage to a Government, chat ſuch/encourage- 
ments tq1 yirtue. fhould be laid before the noble and rhe; brave, by 
which being fired, they might be wholly take up, and employed in 


actions becoming themſelves. — Hence. comes it that they hang up 
© the Banners of Noblemen as well living as dead, and ſplendidly fix 
them over their Monuments, to the end, that the Minds of, Specta - 
„tors might be enflamed with true Nobility, Piety, and Virtue. 
To this purpoſe is it that Creſts, Helmets, Shields, Swords, Ban- 
* ners, and Arms hang up in St. George's Church at Vindſar; hence are 
© thoſe laſting and beautiful Plates fixed up, to the intent that the ho- 
* nour and glory of their worthy Anceſtors and Predeceſſors ſhould ſo 
* pleaſe the Minds of the ſpirited Youth, as earneſtly to endeavour by 
the ſame virtues, by the ſame great and good deeds to attain ar laſt to 
the ſame honour, Hence the peculiar Ornaments of the moſt deſerv- 
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ing Knights of this Order, the Robe of State, the Gold Chain and 
G 


arter are diligently, as they ought to be, preſerved at Windſor, and 


© there, and in other places alſo, as the exigency of time requires, ſhewn 
on the Bodies of illuſtrious Men. Theſe things tend all to this end, 
© that the approved magnanimity of their Seniors. ſhould not want its 
due glory, and the enobled Youth might be encouraged to imitate 
them: And that when they beheld the honourable Enſigns of their 
© Anceſtors, their Minds might be vehemently enflamed with Virtue, 
© Nor has the appearance of theſe things ſo great an influence on them 
only, but even the memory of paſt actions begets a flame in the 
© Breaſts of brave Men, which cannot be extinguiſhed till by their own 
© glorious exploits, they ſhall equal, and come up to the fame and glory 
© of thoſe who were before them. Theſe things are done for a peculiar 
© reaſon by Chriſtians, v/z. that there may be a proviſion for the ſal- 
vation of the Souls of all who are departed this Life, but more par- 
© ticularly for thoſe - of the Knights of this Order. The cauſe of 
creating which Order at firſt ſeems to be this, that (as we ſaid before) 
true nobility after long and many labours might not complain of its 
© being deprived, thropgh envy, of the honour it had'deſerved: And 
© thar the ſprightlier and leſs governable Youth, might not be without a 
© bright Example in virtuous Performances, which are renowned, glorious, 
© and laſting. ——Nor is Vindſor improperly ſet apart for the worthy poſſeſ- 
*'onand glory of this honour: A place upon every aceount extremely pro- 
© per, whether you conſider either the nature or art of the place. Nature 
6. Wo drawn a compaſs round it, no leſs convenient for its defence, than 
beautiful to the Eye. The Mount of a good height, and of hard 
© Chalk, ſo that a foundation may be ſecurely laid there, the River 
© Thames flowing beneath it, abundantly enriched and beautified with 
© ſhady Groves, fruitful Fields, and Meadows. Wherefore our Sove- 
© reigns adding equal art thereto, built a Tower thereon, ſo famous and 
truly royal, that (if our own Country- men, or even Foreigners them- 
* ſelves may be believed) neither this part of the Globe, nor even all 
© Chriſtendom can ſhew the like. This is the King's Caſtle, and proper 
Seat and Palace; here have they eſtabliſhed their own, and their 
© Kingdom's glory; here have they taken care, that a healing Savour of 
© Prayers ſhould be always offered for their Souls. And by how much 


© the 


the more famous and excellent they have been for their own Actions, 
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the greater and more unbounded love have each of them had for 
« IVindſor.. Arthur, who for the excellency of his Actions, has been 
© deſervedly noted and famous, and in whoſe reign, the Riches and 
Power of the Britons largely encreaſed, began that noble Tower, and 
there inſtituted (as they call it) his round Table. This was (if we 
© may believe Authors) a Seat made of an extraordinary Woed, drawn 
round into a circle, and beautifully adorned, which Artbur had ſer 
apart for thoſe ſelect Knights, which he had choſen and united for 
« himſelf; and was {till farther ennobled, by the conſecrating Hand of 
© the then Archbiſhop of Canterbury. Theſe were twenty-eight of the 
beſt Knights joined together: Which number does not differ much from 
that, which is now obſerved by this military Society, which ſoon after 
© with equal glory and deſert came into the place of this. For in this Or- 
© der are twenty- ſix, L/ orig.] over which as Sovereign the: King of 
« England for the time being, always preſides. As from Artbur (to 
« ſay nothing of his Predeceſſors, or trace back ſo long a ſeries of illu- 
( ſtrious things) it is plain what regard was had to the military Affairs, 
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Erector of that moſt illuſtrious Order of 1 which has ap 


proved itſelf with ſuch merit and glory at Winder; and other Kings 
A following his example, have had a more favourable regard always to 
* Windſor, and according to the luſtre and dignity of their own actions, 


_ * have been more intent upon the celebrating and preſerving their me- 


mories in that Place: For Henry I. beſides the particular endowments 
of grace and nature, and his glorious Actions, having obtained a great 
land excellent Name, from the greatneſs and excellency of his Learn- 
© ing, thought he ſhould Kill add to his glory, if to ſo beautiful a Caſtle, 
'© he ſhould add a College of Prieſts, whoſe whole labour ſhould be de. 
© yored to the worſhip of God, reading of the Scriptures, and praying 
for the Souls of himſelf, and the reſt who were dead. A happy omen, 
© that tho other Kings had done many and great things, yet the Henries 

* ſhould finiſh and compleat always what was wanting. What a glo- 
< rious Soul had the ſeventh of this Name, the moſt ſincere and reli- 
gious King of all his Anceſtors: And without doubt, as providence 
did not permit David to build the Temple of God, but left it to be 
compleated by his Son Solomon; fo Henry VII. left it to the Eighth to 
© finiſh what he had ſo gloriouſly begun. Nor are we here to paſs by 
EKicbard I. inferior to none of our Kings for his warlike Exploits, thoſe 

L eſpecially which he carried on with ſo much ſucceſs againſt the Turk 
and Hagarenes; and was among his Enghi/hmen the ſame almoſt, as 

'6 Arthur was to his Britons: If we may give any credit to what our Hi- 
'© ſtorians relate, when he lay with his Army againſt Cyprus and Acon, 
and was wearied with the length of the'Siege, which was carried 
on with a great deal of difficulty and danger, the holy Spirit inſpiring 

him (as tis thqught) by means of an Apparition of St. George, it 
© came into his mind to put on the Legs of ſome ſelect Knights, a Lea- 
ts ther with a Buckle; being what they had then in readineſs; by which 
being mindful of their future glory, they might be ſtirred up to be- 
© have themſelves bravely and valiantly, fo as to obtain the Victory; 
© after the manner of the Romans, among whom that diverſity of 
£ Crowns, with which, for various cauſes, Soldiers were preſented and 
© honoured, that as it were by theſe incirements, their ſluggiſnneſs 
© being drove away, the bravery of their Mind, and'ſoutnefs of Heart 
might be raiſed, and ſhew itſelf with great luſtre; * A Corona Caſtren. 
« fis, or Valeris was decreed to him who'ſhould firſt break into the Enc- 
* | | | © mys 
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*my's Camp; a mural to him who firſt ſcaled the Walls of an Enemy's 
Town: A civick Crown was that which a Citizen preſented, as a 
proper Teſtimony of his having his Life preſerved, to him who had 
« ſaved him in Battle. The Corona Ob/idronalis was preſented by the 

© beſieged, to him who freed and delivered them from the Siege; a 
6 naval Crown, adorned with the reſemblances of the Prows of Ships, 
was ordered for him who ſhould in a Sea Fight firſt board the Enemy; 
an Oval was that which was given to a General, when entering the 
City after a Victory without bloodſhed ; a triumphal Crown of Lawrel, 
the greateſt ſignal of Joy and Victory, was given to him who was al- 
© lowed a Triumph. Theſe laſting teſtimonies of their great Valour 
and Conduct, wonderfully ſtirred up the courage of their Warriors 

minds, ſo that they all were encouraged to attempt any danger, and 

© chearfully go thro” it with application and vigilance, for the obtain- 

* taining of theſe Honours which procured eternal Glory, Our glo- 

© rious Richard ſeems alſo to have made uſe of the like Counſels, when 

© he tied this leathern Garter on the Legs of his Knights, to excite 
their already forward Minds to perfect the work they had taken in 

* hand, and prevent their being deſpoiled of this ſo great glory: The 

( Jeathern Garter which was then beſtowed, being to be ſucceeded by a 

*richer and more ſplendid Enſign of Honour. In remembrance of 
which thing, after he had obtained many Victories, when he returned 
into his Country after a long abfence, he intended to found, eſtabliſh, 
(and perfect that illuſtrious Order of St. George, on whoſe guardian 
protection the Engliſb ſo much rely: What he did not go through 
with, Edward accompliſhed, that third Edward, in all kind of piety, 

* bravery, and conduct truly great and ſupreme, in the twenty-third 
© year of his reign, after he had triumphed ſeveral times over the 
French and Scotch: He bent his noble Mind to the worſhip of God 
(to whom, as became a pious Prince, he aſcribed all his ſucceſs) and 

to the honouring of the ſoldiery, by whoſe faithful ſervices he was poſ- 

* ſeſſed of ſuch happinefs; and leaſt forgetful of the dead, he ſhould 
* ſeem only to have care of the living, with great largeneſs and ſanctity, 

© he provided alſo for the Souls of the departed. For this intent he 

found no place more commodious than Windſor, which was as it were 

© originally deſtined for this Work; for this is the King's own proper 

Houſe, this is the ſeat of Princes: And as this Houſe is mo i 
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ſt fit forza 
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kingly perſonage, ſo it has always been firſt made choice of. There, 
therefore, he began to repair, or rather re-edify, and more beautiful - 
© ly and ſtrongly rebuild. the Caſtle; which, when he had done, he 
« purpoſed to inſtitute an Order, in which the King of England ſhould 
« preſide as Sovereign over twenty-ſix Knights, to which, he gave the 
Name of the blue Garter. Unto this alſo, to prevent any bad con- 
« ſtruction being put upon any thing not done with an ill defign, and 
for a ſignal of their fincerity and loyalty, he ordered a Motto in French 
Words to be wrought round the Garter, in letters of Gold, or ſome 
* other coſtly manner; and to be wore over one of their Shoulders, or 


the Leg, and ſometimes on their Thumb. And he commanded the 


© Knights to obſerve with ſolemn rites and juſt ceremonies, the annual 
« Feſlival of St. George, and that chiefly at W7nd/or, to begin which 
© Cuſtom, and perpetually to eſtabliſh it, the King called together the 


Princes, Dukes, Earls, Lords, and chief Knights of the Kingdom, 


and with a great deal of ſatisfaction, declared his mind in this Affair. 
At which they being all extremely pleaſed, received his royal Decla- 
ration with great joy and applauſe: And beſides the advantages above- 
mentioned, ſaw what a vaſt increaſe of Piety, Nobility, and Vertue 
© would accrue from thence; how our Countrymen would the eaſier 
accord amonglt themſelves, and Foreigners likewiſe be joined in the 
© ſame bond of peace and friendſhip with us. And that he might the 
© ſooner and more firmly gain this end, he ſuited Veſts and Ornaments 
with Names proper for the Order, that every one might know, that 
all theſe things tended to Vertue, Friendſhip and Concord. For as 
© many as are of this Order, are called Fellows, Companions, Collegues, 
© Brothers, and Fellow-Solgters; and the Order itſelf was ealled a So- 
© ciety, a Fellowſhip, a College of Knights, and a Brotherhood Why 
_ © were they Fellows? but that being ſharers in all fortune of Peace 
and War, they ſhould in every great and dangerous undertaking afliſt 
© one another, and in every part of life remain firm and faithful Friends. 


They were called Companions, becauſe they did eat together, fitting - 


« at one Table; or that when they were adviſing and conſulting for 
© the benefit and welfare of the Kingdom, they accuſtomed allo to ſit 


together at one Table. After this manner our Sovereign at firſt in- 


« ftituted his Knights, that when they were called upon, either to eat 
© or conſult together, they ſhould ſit at, or ſtand round the 115 
„„ 5 : Table 
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© Table together, following in this method, the example of the illuſ- 
© trious Knights of the noble Artbur, who had before in the ſame 
manner fat round one and the ſame Table. All which tends only to 
« Unanimity and Concord; and that they who have no difference in 
© Place and Honour, ſhould not be of a different opinion. They were 
© called Co/legues, Brothers, and Fellow-Soldiers, becauſe in every change 
© of Fortune, and chance of War they ought all to be united in a 
* brotherly Love: As two only, equal in Honour and Power. After 
© which manner, Kings, Emperors, and Generaliſſimos, ſtanding as it 
© were upon the ſame Level with their Soldiers, have joined themſelves 
to them by the fame Name, that from thence they might have a 
greater encouragement to Virtue and Boldneſs. O Companions, Com- 
& pantons ] ſays the Trojan Aneas; Arthur calls them Copartners of bis 
« Proſperity and Adverfity ; and Ceſar in his Commentaries very often 


calls them Fellow-Sol/diers, as many others which T ſhall not mention. 


* But then this Equality is not to be encouraged, ſo as to produce In- 
© juſtice. The Honour due to every one, is by no means to be denied 


© him upon this Account, or is his Power to be leſſened, for it is always 


to be remembered; that this Society is alſo called an Order: Order 
is the diſpoſition of every thing in its proper Place, ſo that tho' there 
© appear in Publick, a difference and diſtinction in Dignity, neverthe- 
(leſs an equality of Affection, and brotherly Friendſhip is inwardly, 
and in private preſerved or cheriſhed. Apparel likewiſe, and Orna- 
ments by the Figures of them mean the ſame. For by that honour- 
© able and orbicular Garter round one Leg, or on the Shoulder, the 
Knights were reminded, whatevey they undertook to go thorough it 
with Piety, Sincerity and Friendſhip, Faithfulneſs and Dexterity : 
© That they ſhould not undertake, or attempt any thing contrary to 
© the Oath and Inſtitution of their Order, that they ſhould not make 
© void the laws of Peace and Amity, or negle& and break in upon the 
Rights, which belong to the uſage of War. That they ſhould not 
©ſtir a foot contrary to their Fidelity, or what union and band of 
© Friendſhip required; #nd that one Friend ſhould not in the leaſt de- 
* rogate from another. The Collar compoſed of theſe ſort of Buckles 
and Boſſes, precious with the Enſign of St. George, hanging in the 
© midſt of their Breaſt, and put round the Necks of Noblemen, re- 
© minds them of being bound together in the ſame bond of 1 
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Peace and Friendſhip, that, as with a Chain, their affections might 


© be linked together, and remain united, ſo as not to be ſeparated- 
* The George hanging down upon the Breaſt, puts them in mind: of 
© him, and that, as he being their proper Saint. ſhewed himſelf a glo- 
_ © rious Soldier of Chriſt, and his Spouſe the Church, they alſo ſhould 
© approve themſelves glorious Soldiers, and faithful aſſerters of CHriſ 
the Chriſtian Religion, and their Society. The Purple Robe, or Vel- 
vet Mantle bears the mark of private Majeſty, and properly ſignifies 
© Preſence, and Bravery of Mind: Which ſhould be ſo great in theſe 
© Men, that they ought rather to loſe their Blood, than ever ſhrink 
* from the cauſe of God and their Sovereign : That they ſhould loſe 
© their Lives, ſooner than be wanting in the defence of Virtue and 
* Friendſhip. This is the particular ſignification of particular Robes; 
but the common Meaning of them all is, that the fight of them 
might rekindle thoſe ſparks of Charity, which to the very great de- 
« triment and deſtruction of Mankind had been extinguiſhed. For this 
< our illuftrious King, and Sovereign of the Order he was about to found, 
having obſerved that formerly all Chriſtendom had been diſquieted, 
and agitated by open and bare faced Seditions, and ſhamefully and 
< traiterouſly drove againſt, and ſhattered upon the rocks of inteſtine 
© Wars: And that it was now torn with Wounds from the ill will of 
private Factions, and envious deſigns of treacherous Diſſemblers ; be- 
© gan to think what moſt preſent Remedy might be applied to raiſe it 
© from its low and weak Condition, and to confirm, ſtrengthen, and 
« preſerve it when reſtored to Vigour : And having long thought upon 
© this, Heaven at laſt directed him to found this noble Order, and fa- 
© cred Society: And having ſolemnly inſtituted and eſtabliſhed it in all 
its Grace and Glory, he dedicated it to the bleſſed Virgin, and George 
the Martyr ; that their Images, on whoſe aſſiſtance Engliſo Warriors 
'© chiefly rely, ſhould be bore by them with Reſpe& and Veneration in 
© their Enfigns.—On. this Account our Edwa: xe the Chapel of St. 
© George at Windſor founded thirteen ſecular Canons, and as many Vi- 
© cars, mindful of the Salvation of his own Soul, and the Soul of others. 
Nor did he introduce bare Worſhip only, but with holy and ſuppliant 
David, adapted it to proper inſtruments of Muſick, and a vocal 
© Choir on each fide, that this Symphony of Voices might agree with 
the Harmony which is above, while in the mean time the 45 
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« by theſe means might be rejoiced, enlivened, and exalted: To whom 
eit was - chiefly enjoyned to make particular commemoration: of 
© the Founders of this Order of Knighthood, and the Aſſiſtants and 
Members of this College. When Edward had thus plentifully and 
« abundantly in this manner provided, as well for the Soul, as the Body, 
he bound by an Oath thoſe Knights, whom at that time he admitted 
into the Order, and the familiarity of his preſence, they putting their 
« Seals to it, that they would take care to preſerve, defend, and main - 

(tain the Statutes and Rules of their Order. After he had with great 

© honour and piety finiſhed this Work, he ſent Heralds to the Emperor 

of Alemain, the Kingdom of France, Scotland, Burgundy, Henault, 

« Flanders and Brabant, that their Knights and Eſquires, from all parts 

at their diſcretion, might come to the appointed Celebrity and Solemni- 

ty to be held at Windſor: That all ſhould be free for the ſpace of fif- 
teen days before, and after the celebration of the Feaſt of St. George 
then enſuing; to the intent that martial Trials, military Performances, 
publick and illuſtrious Exercifes, Appearances, and Shews becoming 
«and ſuiting the Place and Solemnity, ſhould be preſented and exhi- 
© bited. At this appearance was his excellent Queen ſplendidly arrayed 
with three hundred beautiful Ladies, eminent for the honour of their 
Birth, and the gracefulneſs and beauty of their Cloathing and Dreſs: 
For heretofore when Juſts, Tournaments, Entertainments, and pub- 
© lick Shews were made, in which Men of Nobility and Valour ſhewed 

© their Strength and Proweſs; the Queen, Ladies, and other Women of 
( illuſtrious Birth, with ancient Knights, and ſome choſen Heralds were 
© wont to be, and as it was ſuppoſed they ought to be preſent as proper 
* Judges, to fee, diſcern, approve or diſprove what might be done, to 
challenge, allot, by ſpeech, nod, diſcourſe, or otherwiſe to promote 
the matter in hand, to encourage and ſtir up Bravery by their words 


and looks.: Heralds were placed with, and joined to them, that they * 


might be able to judge with the more fkilfulneſs and exactneſs; and 
* that the Heralds according to their duty and office, ſhould underſtand © 
that the weak and tender Sex was committed to their charge and pro- 
* tection, and that they were to defend Female Modeſty from all indig- 
*nities, and guard them on all occafions from all injuries. About 
twenty years after, when on the Feaſt of St. Stepben he had put an end 
to his Wars, he on that account, and in honour of that Saint, began 

5 ES 7 5 _ © royally 
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* royally to build a Brother Chapel, as it were, to that at Windſor, near 


the Weſtern Monaſtery without London; but being prevented by 
Death, and (what is equally to he deplored) deprived of his Son, he 
Cleft it to be finiſhed by his Grandſon Richard II. who ſucceeded him 
© and perfected it. After him reigned Henry IV. His moſt renowned 
Son, who was fifth of that name ſucceeded him, and obtained never 
© to be forgotten glory and honour- among his People, for his moſt 
_ © proſperous and happy ſucceſſes in War: He founded with a great deal 
of Religion and Piety two noble religious Houſes of Syon and Char- 
© fereux at Sheen. He was the firſt who deſervedly wore an imperial 
Crown. His Son Henry VI. ſucceeded him, a Man godly, righteous, 


© honeſt, fearing God and eſchewing Evil, juſt before God, walking in 


all his Commandments, and Judgments without any complaint. — 

© Edward IV. ſucceeded him, who mindful of the illuſtrious renown 
* of his Anceſtors, turned his Eyes towards Windſor, that royal Seat of 
military honour; where by the ornament and grace of his own fre- 


quent Preſence, he confirmed and ſettled this knightly Order, increaſed 
the Allowance of the Canons Commons, augmented the Salaries of 


the Vicar, Prieſts, and ſecular Chanters, and: enlarged the number of 
© Choriſters, and gave them better Proviſion: And this he did to the 
© end, that he who had left nothing unfiniſhed to the beautifying and 
« gracing of this Order, might not want the memory of eternal Honour: 
For which reaſon he ordered) his Body to be nobly interred there, 
having firſt taken care to bring thither the venerable Corps of King 
Henry VI. to which the numerous Company of the faithful conti- 
© nually reſorted, God calling them (as it was thought) by the Miracles 
© which were worked there. He intended out of the Temple which 
King Edward III. had built, to have erected one much more ſpacious 
land auguſt, which the Knights of the Order who lived there afterwards 
© would not ſuffer to remain unfiniſhed: Among whom, Reginald Bray, 
© Privy-Councellor to the wiſe King Henry VII. being well affected (as 
© it ſeems) to that Place, did not contribute the leaſt ſhare or part, as 
© appears by the Monuments there. Moreover this Edward IV. who 
© excellently copied-after his Anceſtors, the Father and Son of the ſame 
Name, gave many valuable Grants and Monuments to H#:ndjor. Af. 
ter theſe came the young King Edward V. and the intruder” Richard. 
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Henry VII. moſt juſtly ſucceeded theſe, and was not, among the many 
© noble and pious Acts of his time, forgetful of Y/ind/or; but with great 
« induſtry and application improved and promoted this military Order. 


In this manner does the Preface to this original Regiſter of the Garter, 
account for the Inſtitution of this Noble Order; and to this let it be 
added, that Leland the Antiquary, in his Cygnea Cantio, firſt publiſhed 
in the year 1545, and in the gth Volume of the Trinerary, by Mr. 
Hearne, Ann. 1710, ſeq. * makes his Swan in her paſſage down the 


River Thames, ſay,

Theſe two accounts of this Order were both wrote in the reign of 
King Henry VIII. and as the firſt Annals of the Order have periſhed 
among the ruins of Antiquity, or more probably through neglect, or 
the diſorders of Government, during the unhappy Conteſts between 
the rival Houſes of York and Lancaſter, they are to be eſteemed the 
moſt authentick accounts of this Inſtitution; and as they agree in moſt 
| particulars, we ſhall not here enter into diſquiſitions and enquiries alto- 

gether uncertain, and which ſerve only to amuſe, not inſtru the

Proceed we then after this large and double account of the Inſtitution, 
to the Patrons of this illuſtrious Order, under whoſe protection (ac- 
cording to the cuſtom of the Age) King Edward III. put himſelf and all 
the Knights-Companions, that the affairs of the Order might be defend- 


ed, preſerved, and governed. = — 


Ihe Firf, and chiefeſt which he elected, was the Holy Trinity 
which in a more eſpecial manner was invocated to the aid and aſſiſtance

Secondly, King Edward III. intitled peculiarly che bleſſed Virgin 


Mary, accounted then the general Mediatrix and Protectreſs of all 2 
. — | Thixaly, 
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Thirdly, St. George of Cappadocia, a moſt choice Champion of Chriſt 
and famous Martyr, was alſo elected one of the Patrons to this Orden 
by King Edward III. not ſo much as he was a Profeſſor of the Chriſtian 
Faith, or for that he was an armed Soldier or Knight of Chriſt, but 
ſo much the more becauſe in thoſe Wars, which were waged by the 
Chriſtians againſt the Infidels, he by ſeveral Appearances manifeſted his 
preſence as a moſt certain encourager and afſiftagt to the Chriſtians; the 
relations whereof may be ſeen in Dr. Heylin's Hiſtory, who hath labo- 
riouſly and judiciouſly maintained the Hiſtory of this Saint, againſt 
thoſe that will not allow him a place in Heaven, or a being in the 
Church, In like manner the learned Selden hath ayouched him to be 
the ſpecial Patron, Protector, Defender, and Advocate of this Realm 
of England; and has made it plainly appear in what veneration he hath 
been honoured abroad, eſpecially among the Eaſtern Nations. To whoſe 
corroborating Teſtimonies we ſhall add, that this title of Patron to 
our Nation, is given to St. George by the Founder of this Order, in a 
Patent granted to the Dean and Canons of the Chapel of St. Stenben at 
Weſtminſter, and St. George at Windſor, which diſchargeth them from 
payment of Tythes: Beatus Georgius invictiſimus Chniſti Athleta, cujus 
nomen et patrocinia Gens Anglicana veluti Patroni ſui ſingularis, in ex- 
peditione pręſertim Militari invocat et implorat, inſtinctu divino ut credi- 
nus excitati.

King Henry VIII. in the preamble of the Statutes, ſet forth by him, 
calls him, The Slaſſed Martyr St. George, Patron of the right mble 
Realm of England. Alſo, Sanctus Georgius Martyr, qui totius Militia 
Anglicanæ Spiritualis eft Patronus, Regiſt, MS. Arundel. Arch. Cant. 
par. 1. fol. 53. art. 37. And tho' in general he is tiled the principal 
Patron of the Affairs of Chriſtendom, and a tutelar, Guardian of milita- 
ry Men, yet among all Chriſtians of the Engliſb in particular; and 
for this reaſon the Founder of this Order, did make choice of this ap 
proved expert Captain and Patron; in particular reſpect of whom the 
Knights had the Title of Equites Georgiani, St. George's: Knights? and 
the Order itſelf called Ordo Divi Sancti Georgii, the Order of St.

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It is remarkable that Da Che/ne, a noted French Hiſtorian, acknow. 

ledges it was by the ſpecial invocation of St. George, that King Edward 

III. gained the Battle of Crefſy, which afterwards bringing to his re. 


membrance, He founded, ſays he, a Chapel within ibe Caſtle of Windſor. 


But if we may aſcend a ſtep higher, and give credit to. Harding, it's 


recorded King Arthur paid St. George particular Honours, for he ad- 
vanced his Picture in one of his Banners, which was about two hundred 
years after his Martyrdom, and very early for a Country ſo remote from 
Cappadocia to have him in reverence and eſte rm. 


bore, vis. St. Edward the Confeſſor, his Predeceſſor, King: of England; 
and we find he was wont to be invocated by this Founder, as well as St, 
George, in any great Difficulcies and Streights. . Walſingbam gives an 
inſtance at the Skirmiſh of Calais, A. D. 1349. when King Edward, in 
great Anger and Grief, drew out his Sword, and moſt Coney cried 
out, Ha St. Edward, Ha St. George; which his Soldiers hearing, ran 
preſently to him; and ruſhing violently upon the Enemy, put many of 
them to the Sword. 'Theſe four Patrons we find recorded together in 
the preamble of the Foundation of Mindſor College by King Edward 
HI. tho! in the preamble to his Statutes of the Order, and to King 
Henry V. Statutes, St. Edward the Confeſſor is omitted; nevertheleſs he is 
enumerated with the reſt in the preamble to King Henry VIIIIs. 


As a farther proof of the high eſteem paid to our Patron St. George, 
let it be noticed here, on the authority of the Black Book, that Sigiſſinund, 


Emperor of Alnain, on his being elected into this venerable Order, pre- 


ſented the Heart of St. George to the invincible Monarch Heury V. 
which together with part of his Skull, was ſaid to be kept at Mind ſor with 
due veneration and honour; and hq naturally does this bring zo mind 
the creduliey of former Ages; and inſtance how far the influence of Edu- 
cation and Cuſtom may prevail, even over great Princes, who could 
countenance ſueh idle Impoſitions: But this, among many others, is 
the bad effect of Popiſh Superſtition, and a blind ſubmiſſion to the de- 
ceits of Men principled in Craft and Cunning. e

K y, The Founder added a fourth Patron, | whoſe Name, himſelf | 
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Other Authors have treated largely on this ſubject, both with regard 
to the Inſſitution and Patron of this Noble Order, particularly the 
learned Dr. Heylin, in his Hiſtory of St. George; and the great Seiden, 
in his Titles of Honour 5 Mr. Barnes alſo in his Hiſtory of Eduard III. 
endeavours to prove the original of King Arthur's Round Table, and 
conſequently of this Order of the Garter, from the Samothracian Cabiri, 
or Gods of the Phanicians; but this we ſhall paſs over without farther no- 
rice, and conclude this Chapter in the Words of a modern Hiſtorian, ae- 
cording to whom, *King Edward being engaged ina War with France, for 
the obtaining thar Crown, in order to draw into England great multitudes 
of Foreigners, with whom he might negotiate either for their perſonal 
Service, or aids of Troops to affift him in that undertaking, ordered, 
during the Truce that then ſubſiſted between the two Crowns, - publica- 
tion to be made of a great Tournament to be held at Windſor; an ex- 
pedient, ſays this Author, which could not fail of ſucceſs, becauſe it was 
entirely agreeable to the taſte of that Age. Aecordingly. many Perſons 
of diſtinction came over, to all of whom he gave an honourable Re- 
ception, careſſing them in ſuch a manner, that they could never ſuffi- 
ciently admire his politeneſs, magnificence, and liberality. To render 
theſe Entertainments the more ſolemn, and to free himſelf alſo from 
the Ceremonies, to which the difference of rank and eondition would 
have ſubjected him, he cauſed a circular Hall of Boards to be run up 
at Windſor,” 200 feet in diameter. There it was that he feaſted all the 
Knights at one Tablez which was called the Round Table, in memory of 
the great Arthur, who, as it is pretended, inſtituted an Order of 
Knighthood by that Name. Next year he cauſed a more ſolid Building; 
to be erected, that he might continue yearly the ſame Diverſions. 
During that time he treated with theſe ſeveral Lords about the aids, 
wherewith each could furniſh him, in proportion to his Forces. His 
rival King Philip could not ſee without jealouſy, Spaniards, Italians, 
Germans, Flemings, and Frenchmen themſelves flock to England to aſſiſt 
at theſe Tournaments. He ſuſpected ſome hidden deſign in theſe Enter- 
tainments, and to break Edward's Meaſures,. cauſed the like to. be pub- 
liſhed in his Dominions ; which meeting with ſucceſs, proved a coun- 
termine to Edward's main deſign, ſo that he did not Jong continue to 
keep up his Round Table, From thence, however, it is generally 


agreed, he took the firſt hint of inſtituting the Order of the Garter.

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But as his purpoſe in erecting this Order was very different from that 
which had induced him to revive Arthur's Round Table, as he had in 
this no private views, no ambitious ſcheme of engaging ſuch as ſhould 


be admitted into this Fraternity to aſſiſt him in his Wars, he thought 


proper, in order to obviate the like Jealouſies and Suſpicion as had 
alarmed King Philip, to ſignify by his Motto the purity of his Inten- 
tions; and to retort ſhame upon all thoſe who ſhould put any malignant 
conſtruction upon his defign in inſtituting this Order. This therefore I 
take to be the true meaning and import of the famous Motto, Hoxt

Theſe Statutes of Inſtitution, with theſe Additions were armies 
into French by the ſaid King Henry V's order, and may be ſeen in that 
Language, together with other Exemplars of theſe Statutes, in Mr.

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King Henry VIII. did properly complete the Body: of Statutes be. 


longing to this Order; and to this purpoſe on St. George's day, Anno 
-Regni ſut , he ſummoned. all the Knghts-Compantons to convene next 


year at the time of the Solemnity, about the abrogation of what tend- 
ed to darken the honour of this Order (if any ſuch were) and for the 


advancement of what might promote the grandeur and luſtre of it, 
But theſe Reſolves came to no perfection till May 28, Anno Regni ſui 


11, when he entered upon this Reformation with all magnificent Cere- 
mony imaginable, for being accompanied with nineteen Knights-Com- 
panions of the Order proceeding. in cavalcade to the Chapter-Houfe, 
and taking into conſideration their former Statutes, the Knights-Compa- 


nions with all due reverence implor'd the Sovereign to reform and ex- 


plain them as he ſhould think convenient, which he brought to a ſucceſs- 
ful Period, by the advice and conſent of the Society aſſembled: Thar 
done, all preſent entreated the Sovereign, kneeling, that where any of 
them had been peccant againſt the Order, he would pleaſe to remit, 
and iflue out a general Pardon, which he granted and ratified in Chap- 
ter next day. This was a taſk of three years compleat before it roſe to 
perfection, viz. April 23, Anno 14, Henry VIII. for then the Sove- 
reign, out of right ſingular Love, well-temper'd Zeal, and entire Affec- 
tion to this moſt Noble Order, to the Eſtate of Chivalry, and the con- 
tinuance and encreaſe thereof; as alſo at the humble requeſt and inſtant 
importunity of the then Knights-Companions, and by their advice, 
counſel, and conſent, did interpret and elucidate all the obſcurities, 
doubts, and ambiguities of the former Statutes and Ordinances, di- 
vers Affairs contained in many of them being explained and amended; 
he made likewiſe neceſſary additions; the original whereof in Latin 
being ſigned and ſealed, was commanded to be carefully laid up in the 
Treaſury of Windſor College, and entered in the Black Booꝶ of the Order, 
to remain as a Standard to ſucceeding times: Theſe being afterwards 
tranſlated into Engliſo by Sir Thomas Wriotbeſiey, then Garter King at 


Arms, have been delivered to all ſucceeding Knights-Companions, ſealed

8 theſe Statutes of the Order, in an ancient MS. heretofore belong- 
ing to Henry Grey, third Marquis of Dorſet, and Duke of Sault, was 
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an addition to thefe Statutes of King Henry. VIII. of a fourth Point of - 
Reproach, tho' not entered in the Body of the Statutes, yet nevertheleſs 


the ſubſtance thereof appears. to have been approved of in a Chapter 
held at Windſor, Ann. 8. Henry VIII. Liber Nig. p. 204. 


Ihe fourth Point of Reproach is, that if any Knyght of the Order 
from henceforth, by Prodigality or Ryot, wilfully and negligently miſ- 
pend, ſell, aliene, or do away his Patrimony or Livelihood, by reaſon 


whereof he ſhall not be able honourably ro maintain himſelf and his 
Eſtate, in ſuch honourable manner, as may conſerve the honour of the 
ſaid Order, and of himſelf: In this caſe he ſhall be ſummoned by the 


Uſher of Arms of the Order, called the Black Rod, by commandment 
of the Sovereign, his Lieutenant, or Deputy, to a e before his Maje. 
ſty, or his Commiſſioners, and the Kuigbis of t | 
Chapter enſuing, there to be examined before the Sovereign, or his ſaid 
Commiſſioners, and the Knights and Companions of the ſaid Order; and 
if he be found in ſuch great default of Prodigality, inſolent Riot, or 
wilful Negligence, that then the Sovereign, with the advice of the 
Company of the ſaid Order, may deprive and degrade him of the 
ſaid Order, at the ſaid Chapter, if it be their pleaſure. 


Theſe Statutes to this day have had no very great or conſiderable 
Alterations made in them, tho often deſigned by the ſucceeding Princes; 
and Commiſſions frequently iſſued out for that purpoſe, by Queen 
Elizabeth, King James I. Charles I. and laſtly by Charles II. as is at 
large related by Mr. Aſbmole, bur as nothing material was altered from 
theſe Statutes of King Henry VIII. no farther notice is here neceſſary.

CHAPTER XII. 
Of the HABITS and ENSIGNS of this moſt Noble 
CRP ES „„ 


| HE Habit and Enjjgns of this moſt Noble Order, are moſt emi- 
FT nently diſtinguiſhable and magnificent, and conſiſt of theſe par- 
ticulars, viz. the Garter, Mantle, Surcoat, Hood, George, and Collar. 
The four firſt were aſſigned by the Founder, and the two laſt by King 
Henry VIII. „ | 


And firſt, the Royal Garter juſtly challenges the preheminence, as 
being that, from which the Order itſelf received a Name and Title. It 
is the firſt part of the Habit preſented to foreign Princes and abſent 
Knights, and that wherewith they and all other ele& Knights are firſt 
adorned ; and of ſo great honour and grandeur in this Inſtitution, . that 
by the bare inveſtiture with this noble Enſign, the Knights are reckoned 
and accounted Companions and Fellows of the greateſt military Order in 
the World. e e 1 


Of what Materials this principal Enſign was at firſt made, does not 
ſo plainly appear; nor is it deſcribed by any, before Polydore Virgil, and 
he, but in general, as to the ornamental part of it, viz. that it was 
adorned with Gold and Precious Stones, and had a Buckle of Gold at 
the end, where with to faſten it about the Leg. In theſe later Ages this 
Enſign has been diſtinguiſhed in a very particular manner; the Garter 
ſent to Guſtavus Adolphus,” King of Sweden, by King Charles I. exceed- 
ed all others, beſtowed by former Sovereigns, for richneſs and glory; 
each Letter of the Motro being compoſed of Diamonds,. in number 
four hundred and eleven, according to an Inventory given in, by the 
Sovereign's command, to the Dean and Chapter of Windſor : : The 
Garter alſo which that unfortunate Monarch wore on the laſt ſtage of 


Life, 
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Life, was compoſed alſo of Diamonds, to the number of four hundred 


| and twelve. ; 


This Enſign, the Garter, was at the Foundation of the Order, ap- 


pointed to be worn on the left Leg, a little beneath the Knee, and ſo 
has the uſage in all time ſince continued. But the uſe of this Enſign 


is extended alſo to ſome other particulars, as well as being ornamental 
to the left Leg; namely it was (and that anciently alſo) made uſe of 


to incircle the Scutcheon of St. GEoRGE's Arms, worn by the Sove- 


reign and Knights-Companions, on the left Shoulder of their Mantles; 
who, within a ſhort time after, took it to ſurround each of their pro- 
per Coats of Arms; which uſage their Succeflors, in this moſt Noble 
Order, have retained, as a peculiar Privilege; the like has been permit- 
red to the Prelate and Chancellor of the Garter, their principal Officers, 


King Henry VIII. was firſt of the Soveretgns, who introduced into 


his Great Seal, the Scutcheon of his Arms incirled within a Garter; as 


may be ſeen placed on either fide of his Page; fitting in his royal 
Throne, in Speed's Chronicle. Since his reign, all ſucceeding Sove- 
reigns have borne their Arms within the Garter, not only in their 
Great and Privy Seals, but alſo in thoſe other belonging to their Courts 
of Juſtice; and generally in all things (except Coins) whereon the 
Scutcheon of their Arms have been fince cut, carved, graved, 
painted, or wrought; in Imitation of whom, the Knghts-Companions 
have done the like: However, as to Coins, there were Anno 21, Car. l. 
certain Half Crowus ſtamped in the Weſt of England, having the So- 


vereign's Arms ſo encompaſs'd; and this was the firſt money, whereon 


the royal Garter appeared amongſt us. And his late Majeſty, King 
Charles II. intending the Augmentation of the Honour of this renowned 
Order, as in many other things, ſo in advancing the reputation of this 
noble Enfgn by a more publick way, did eqguſe the irradiated Croſs of 
St. GzORGE, encompalſs'd about with the royal Garter, to be ſtamp- 


ed in the centre of his Silver Coin, made upon the alteration of it, Ann

We have ſeen Gold Rings caſt into the Figure of Garters; the Ground 
Letters 


on the outfide enamelled with a deep Blue, through which the Golden 


Letters of the Motto appearing; ſer them off with an admirable: beauty: 
And it ſeems, ſuch Garter Rings have been of antient uſe : For the 
Preface to the Black Book of the Order, takes notice not only of wear- 
ing the Garter on the Left Leg and Shoulder, but adds alſo the Thumb, 


Interdum pollice 'geftare, by which we ſuppoſe is meant Gold Rings, 


made into the faſhion of Garters, and beſtowed by the new inſtalled 
Knights upon their Relations and Friends, to wear in Memorial of fo 
great an Honour conferred upon them. | 


The next Habit or Enſign is the Mantle, and at firft no other Robe 
was appointed for the Habit of this moſt noble Order, but only this 
upper Garment or Mantle; which, in the Sovereign, is diftinguiſh'd 
from the Knights Companion, only by a long Train. Thatwhich was 
made for the Founder againſt the firſt Feaſt of this Order, appears to 
have been made of fine Woollen Cloth. And tis not unlikely, the 
Founder made choice of Cloth for the Robes of the Order (rather than 


any richer Material) to the end He might give a Reputation to that dur 


home bred and native Commodity; notwithſtanding, leave was given 
for the Proxies of foreign Princes to bring over with them Mantles of 


Silk or Velvet, when they came to receive the poſſeſſion of their

Charge of the Knights-Companions themſelves, and therefore not upon 
any publick Record.

The colour of theſe Mantles is appointed by the Statutes to be Blue; 
and of this coloured Cloth, was the firſt Robe made for the Founder; 
by which, as by the Ground-work of the royal Garter it is not un-

' Charles I. when that Sovereign, reſtored the colour of the Mantle to i 
the primitive Inſtitution, vis. a rich Celeſtial Blue, and this Habit n 


has ſo continued to this dax. 


The Left Shoulder of theſe Mantles have, from the Inſtitution of the n 
Order, been adorn'd with one large fair Garter, as has been obſerva, WI C 
containing the Motto, Hoxr $01T QUI MAL Y PENSE. Within this 8 
Garter was embroiderd the Arms of St. George, viz. Argent, a Croft 
Gules; and was heretofore: wrought upon Sattin, with Gold, Silver, 
and Silk; but in ſucceeding times, more coſt was beſtowed upon this ll ec 
Enſign; the Embroidery being curiouſly wrought upon Velvet, with 0 
Damaſk, Gold, and ſundry ſorts of Purls, Plates, Gold Twiſt and fr 
Silks, and the Letters of the Motto and Borders of the Garter, com- bc 
poſed of the like T'wiſt, and ſometimes of fair oriental Pearl, 


About the time of King Henry VI. the lining of this Robe was white 

Damaſk, and afterwards white Sattin ; but of later times it was lined 
with white Taffaty, which continues yet in faſhion, For farther or- 
nament, the Mantle had fixed to its Collar a pair of long Strings, an- 
ciently woven of blue Silk only, called Cordons, Robe-Strings, ot 
Laces; but of later times twiſted round, and made of Gold Twilt 
and Silk of the colour of the Robe; at each end of which hung a 
Knob or Button wrought over and raifed with a rich caul of Gold, 
and Taſſels thereunto of like Silk and Gold; and at the Collar was 
uſually fixed an Hook and Eye of Gold, for the ſurer faſtening the 
Mantle about the Shoulders: W 


The next Habit or Enſign is the Surcoat or Kirtle, which, tho it be 
not taken notice of in the Founder's Statutes, is as ancient as the Mantle 
being made uſe of at the Inſtitution of the Order. Theſe Surcbdts 
were heretofore annually beſtowed by the Sovereign on the Knights 

- Companioms, and therefore called his * Livery, They were at =

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made of Woollen Cloth, as the Mantles are obſerved to have been, 


and did ſo continue, after the Mantle was changed to Velvet, for ſome 


time, at leaſt till after the Office of Chancellor of the Garter was er 
ed by King Edward IV. as appears by the Precedent of this Livery in 
the Sovereign great Wardrobe. At length theſe Surcoats came to be 


made of Velvet alſo, which is ſtill retained. 


The colour of this Veſture was anciently changed every year, com- 
monly into one of theſe four colours, either Blue, Scarlet, Sanguine in 
Grain, or White; but always changed to the ſame colour with the 


Sovereign s. 


In the reign of Edward IV. we ſind the four Colours above · mention- 
ed were laid aſide, and others brought into uſe, as Purple Velvet; and 
towards the latter end of the reign of King Henry VIII. tis manifeſt 
from the Warrants entered in the great Wardrobe, that the Surceats 
both of the Sovereign and Knigbts- Companions were Crimſon Velvet: 
Nor was this colour altered in the Surcoat, tho King Charles I. reſtored 
the Mantle to its firſt and ancient colour. _ 1d calf en I adtT 


The ornamental T rimmings of theſe Garmenes at the time of inſti- 


tuting the Order, and a long time after, deſerve our notice; being gar- 
niſned or powdered all over with little Garters, embroidered with Silk 
and Gold Plate; in each of which was neatly wrought the Motto, 
Hod SOIT QUI MAL Y PENSE. Beſides, the Buckles and Pendants 
to theſe ſmall Garters were Silver gilt: Of theſe embroidered Garters, 
there were laid upon the firſt Surcoat and Hood made for the Founder, 


no leſs than one hundred and fixty-eight; and 1 n>of King = 
Henry V. the number of theſe Garters appears to be ſettled, accordi 


to the degrees of honour of each La- nen. But chis manner 
of adorning grew at length quite out of faſhion. 


Theſe Surcoats, whilſt made of Cloth, were lined with Fur; the 
Sovereign's purfled with Ermin : But in time theſe Furs alſo were laid 
aſide, and then the Surcoats came to be lined with white Sarcenet, to 


which, in Queen Elizabeth's reign, white Taffaty ſucceeded, and that 


ſtill continues, |

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We will next ſay ſomething of the Hood and Cap. Hoods were an- 


7 worn for defence of the Head, againſt the inconveniencies of 


Weather, &c. but in later times Caps and Hats have ſupplied their place. 


This Hood was ordained, and is yet retained as part of the Habit of 
this moſt Noble Order, being of equal antiquity, tho' not remembered 
in the Statutes, with the reſt of the Habit. Tis now generally made, 
as heretofore, of the ſame Materials as the Surcoat, and.conſequently of 
the ſame colour. Twas anciently trimmed and garniſhed, with a pro- 
portion of little embroidered Garters; lined with Cloth of a different 
colour, and ſuch as would beſt ſet off to view; but now with Taffaty, 
as is the lining of the Surcoat. | OE 


As to the Cap, which in uſe and place ſucceeded the Hood, it has 
been and and yet is made of Black Velvet, lined with Taffaty, but the 
faſhion has ſeveral times varied. In the reign of King Henry VIII. the 
Cap was flat: In Queen Elizabeth's time, a little raiſed in the Head: 
And in King James I. much more high - crown d, and has fo continued

This Cap has been uſually adorned with Plumes of fine white Fea- 
thers, with a ſtately Heron Feather riſing in the middle, and bound 
about with a Band;*enriched: with Diamonds of great value; and 
ſometimes the brims have been tack'd up with a large and coſtly Jewel. 


The Ce of the Order, encompaſſed with the Garter, and irradiated 
with Beams of Silver, called the Glory or Star, was ordained by King 
Charles I. to be worn upon the left fide of the Soverergn's and Compa- 
nions Cloaks, Coats, and Caſſocks, when they did not wear their 
Robes, and at all times in publick. OF tent FT 


It may not be improper to obſerve here that ſoon after the Inſtitution 
of this noble Order, a cuſtom was taken up, of honouring the Queen, 
the Knights-Companions Wirz, and other great Ladies, with 
Robes and Hcods, of the gift of the Sovereign, and of the ſame Mate- 

rials, as were the Sovereign's and Knights-Companions Surcoats, garniſh- 
ed alſo with little embroidered Garters, and lined with rich Furs; 
which Robes they likewiſe wore during the Solemnity of the. Feaſt of 
St, GEORGE, | | i a 
N C 
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The ficſt mention of this is 427. 7. Richard II. where againſt the 
Feaſt of St. GEORGE that year, ſuch kind of Robes and Hoods were 
provided for the Queen, &c. The Rohes were made of Cloth Violet in 
Grain, like as the Sovereign and Knights-Campanions Surcoats that year: 
They were lined with Fur, but the Hoods ich Scarlet, and both em- 
broidered over with lictle Garters; and the proportion of Cloth, Furs, 
and Garters, were allowed according to their ſeveral degrees. The laſt 
mention we find of theſe Liveries was Ann. 16. Edward IV. when, at 
Mindſor on the Feaſt of St. GzoRGE, the Queen, Gc. had Murrey 
Gowns embroidered with Garters. e e 


After a long diſuſe of theſe Robes, twas moved in Chapter (14. Car. 
I.) that they might be: reſtored, and in particular, that the Ladies of 
the Knights-Companions might enjoy the ancient Privilege of wearing a 
Garter of the Order about their Arms; upon which motion, another 
Chapter was appointed to conſider more of the matter: But what was 
then or after done, does not appear; and the unhappy War coming on, 


this matter wholly ſlept. 


Proceed we next to ſpeak of the Collar, another Enſign and Orna- 
ment of this moſt Noble Order of the Garter, compoſed after a pecu- 
liar manner, exactly relative to the name and title of the Order; to the 
wearing of which, the Sovereign obliged both himſelf and Knights 
Compentons, and his and their Succeſſors. This Collar, as is before re- 
lated in Henry VIII. Statutes, Art. XX XVIII. was ordained to be Gold, 
thirty Ounces Tray Weight; tho ſometimes it has weighed more. By the 
ſame Statutes it was appointed, that this Collar ſhould be compoſed of 
pieces of Gold, in faſhion. of Garters, the Ground enamelled Blue, and 
the Letters of the Morto Gold. In the midſt of each Garter, two Roſes. 
placed, the innermoſt enamelled Red, and the outermoſt. White; con- 
trarily in the next. Garter, the innermoſt Roſe enamelled White, and 
the outermoſt Red; and fo alternately continued: Bur of later times 
_ theſe Roſes are wholly Red. The number of thefe Garters are ſo ma- 
ny, as be the ordained number of the Sovereign and Knights-Companzons, 
by the Inſtitution of the Order, via. twenty-ſix; being tied together 
with as many Knots of Gold; and this faſhion has in all particulars hi- 
therto continued in variable. At the middle of the Collar before, is to 
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be faſtened the Image of St. GEORGE armed, fitting on Horſeback, 
who having thrown the Dragon upon his Back, encounters him with a 
tilting Spear. This Jewel is not ſurrounded with a Garter, or row. of 
Diamonds, as is the leer ee but is garniſhed with Diamonds, and 
other Enrichments, at a gfeat expence, at the pleaſure of the Knight. 
Companion who owns it. VVV 
The next Enfign of this Noble Order is the leſſer George, fo called in 
reſpe& of that other George we have juſt mentioned, as faſtened to 
the middle of the Collar before, and called the great George: This leſſer 
George does not appear to have been worn before the Breaſt, or under 
the right Arm, as now uſed, until the 13th of King Henry VIII. when 
a Decree was paſſed to this effect, Lib. Nig. p. 2 12. That every Knight 
of the Order, ſhould wear looſely before his Breaſt, the Image of St. 
GEORGE, in à Gold Chain, or otherwiſe in a Ribband; the ſame to be 
thenceforward placed within the ennobled Garter; to the end a manifeſt 
diftinftion ſhould thereby appear, between the Knights Companions, and 
others of the Nobility and Knights, who, according to the faſhion of 
thoſe times, wore large Gold Chains, the ordinary Enſign of their 
Knighthood.

This George was for the moſt part made of pure Gold, but divers of 
them are exquiſitely cut in Onixs, as alſo in ats. This Jefſer George 
by degrees came to be worn in Silk Ribbands as well as Gold Chains, 
each at pleaſure. The colour of theſe Ribbands, at their firſt uſe, was 
Black, afterwards Blue, which, tis thought, began in Queen Elizabeth's 
reign, and grew into ſo great eſteem, that towards the latter end of 
the reign of King James I. it was decreed, Lib. Rub. p. 12. That for 


the future, it ſhould always be f a Blue colour and no other : Nor in time.

It is here to be obſerved that there are ſolemn days and occaſions, on 
which the Sovereign and Knights-Companions are enjoyned to wear, either 
the whole Habit of the Order, or ſome part of it. The more ſolemn, and 
which require a full conformity, as to wearing the whole Habit, viz. 
the Garter, Mantle, Surcoat, Hood, Collar, great George, and Cap, are 
firſt, the high Feſtival of the Order (commonly called St. GxorGE's 
Feaſt) whether it be ſolemnized on the 22d, 23d, or 24th days of 
April annually, or any other days within the following year by proro- 
gation. In like manner, at the Feaſts of Inſtallation, ſuch Knights- 
Companions as are appointed by the Sovereign to aſſiſt, are to wear the 
whole Habit. The leſs ſolemn occaſion are thoſe which require wear- 
ing the Mantle or Collar of the Order only: Such is the morrow after 
the grand Feaſt day, when the Sovereign and Knights-Companions pro- 
ceed to the Chapel, and make their Offering of Gold and Silver; for 
then it ſuffices, that they put on the Mantle only: And, Service being 
ended, they were wont to leave the Mantle at the Chapter -houſe door, 
as they went out of the Chapel. The ſame Mantle likewiſe to be worn 
at all Chapters held; alſo as often as tis requiſite for the Sovereign or 
any of the Knights-Companjons to enter into the Chapel of St. GSo RSE 
at Mindſor; it having been ordained, ſays Mr. Aſbmale, p. 232. for that 
purpoſe, that every one of the Knights-Companions ſhould leave a Man- 
tle at Windſor; and, in purſuance of this article, it appears that an- 
ciently both the Sovereign and Knights-Companions left Mantles in the 
Veſtry at Windſor, for ſuch accidental occaſions. h

X FTER this account of the Habit and Enſigns, PP is neceſſary to 


moſt Noble Order: Thoſe conſtituted by the Founder were, the Pre- 
late, Regiſter, and Uſher; to theſe were afterwards added a Chancellor, 
and Garter King at Arms. The firſt and principal Officer is the Prelate; 
this office was originally annexed to, and has fince continued in the See 


of Wincheſter, and the Biſhop of that Dioceſs, in refpect of the honour , 


and preheminence of this illuſtrious Order, challenges precedence and 
Place above all Biſhops, next to the Biſhops of London and Durham. 


This Officer is to celebrate Divine Service at the Feaſt of st. 
GEORGE; to write down and preſent to the Sovereign the denominations 
of the Election of Knights; and in regard to the honour of his office, 
has the peculiar priviledge of marſhalling his Arms impaled with thoſe 
of the See of Wincheſter within the Garter; alſo as often as any pro- 
ceſſion is made, being covered with his Habit, he ſhall walk before the

treat of the Officers appointed for the ſervice and honour of this 
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Sovereign, having the Chancellor of the Order: on his left hand: He has 
alſo Lodgings aſſigned him within the Caſtle, called Mincheſten Tower 
and as often as he ſhall come to Vinuſor, or at other place attend the 
Sovererign's commands relating to the Order, he has allowed him of the 
Court Livery for himſelf and Servants, according to the rate that Earls 
reſident in Court are accuſtomed to have.

At which time the Sovereign declared, That the reaſon of calling this 
Chapter was to conſider of the pretenſions of Dr. Seth Ward, Biſhop of 
Saliſbury, . exhibited in a Petition, concerning the title and claim of hin- 
ſelf and his Succeſſors, -unto the Offict of Chancellor of the moſt Nobl: 
Order of the Garter (when the ſame ſhould become void) the Biſhv 
grounding the equity of his claim, upon a Charter firſt granted by King 
Edward IV. in the 15th year of his reign, unto Richard Beauchamp, 
Biſhop of Saliſbury, and hrs Succeſſors for ever; which Charter hath been 
fince confirmed under the great Seal of England, by other Kings and 
Queens, and particularly by King Charles I. of ever nee memory: 
Hereupon the Biſhop being called in, and commanded to produce his proifi 
to make good that his pretenfion; accordingly the Biſhop humbly offered an 
authentick Copy of the original Charter, - of the ſaid King Edward IV. 
renewed and confirmed by the ſaid King Charles I. in the 4th year of his 
reign: The which being read and duly conſidered, together with the Objec- 
trons to the contrary, particularly That the poſſeſſion and execution of the 
faid Office of Chancellor, had been for above an hundred years, committed 
unto Laymen ; notwithſtanding which, the Sovereign and Companions,

Henry VIII. © it is decreed, 
that if the Regiſter be an Ecclefiaſtich, he ſhall be a Perſon learned, and 
Doctor of Divinity, or of the Canon or Civil Law, that he ſhall have 
the yearly ſtipend of fifty Pounds of lawful Money of England, or ſo 
much in Fees, Offices, or other Emoluments. As often as any Knigbt 
admitted into this Order, ſhall be introduced into his Stall, the Regiſſer 
ſhall receive from him thirteen Shillings and four Pence, and the Habit. 
It is incumbent on this Regiſter to make two Books, or Indexes, on

King Charles I. gave command to Dr. Chriſtopher Wren, then Negiſter, 
to cover the Red Book of the Order with Cr imſon Velvet, and aſſigned 
for the device, two Pens in Saltier, within the Garter; the whole rich- 
ly embroidered with Silk, Gold and Silver Plates, and other goſtly Or- 
naments: This Book he was commanded to bear before his Breaſt on all 
folemn occaſions, when he wore his Mantle; and the Regiſter at all 
times wears this Badge of his Office pendant in a blue Ribband. 


The preſent Regiſter, is the Rev. Dr. Boorb, Dean of V. indſor. 


IV. Proceed we next to Garter King of Arms, an Officer ordained 
by King Henry V. for the peculiar honour and dignity of the Order, 
and on that account appointed Garter Rex Armorum Anglia, principal 
Officer within: the Office of Arms, and chief of all the Servants of 
Arms: By the Conſtitutions of King Henry VIII. © he is to be a Perſon 
of gentile Blood, of an honeſt Name, bearing Enſigns, born within the 
Kingdom of England, and to be ſuperior to all the other Officers of 
Arms, who are ſubject to the noble Crown of England. He ſhall have 
from the Sovereign an annual ſtipend of forty Pounds of lawful Money 
of England; moreover every one of the Companions ſhall yearly give him 
for the honour of his degree, a Duke four Pounds, a Marqueſs five 
Marks, an Earl four Marks, a Baron forty Shillings, a Knight Batche- 
lour twenty-ſix Shillings and eight Pence, that he may live and execute 
the Office more honourably for the eredit of the Order. As often as 
the Creation of a Prince, Duke, Marqueſs, Earl, Viſcount, or Baron, 
ſhall happen, the ſame Garter ſhall challenge the Veſtments which he 
uſes, before he receives the Robe of that dignity. and high degree.

But after the Conſtitutions of the Officers were eſtabliſhed, there was 
appointed him a Habit, in all things like to the Regiſter's (faving that 
the Ground whereon the Lions and Flowgrs de Lis were embroidered, 
was wholly Red) and this to be worn only at the publick Solemnities 
of the Order, Queen Mary caus d it to be made of Crimfon Satcin 
but ſoon after the Reſtoration, viz. Anno 13, Car. II. it. was alter d 
to Scarlet, and he received from the King's Wardrobe the ſame Livery 


as the Regiſter as is before obſerved. 


This Officer is appointed to bear a white Rod, or Scepter at every 
Feaſt of St. GEORGE (the Sovereign being preſent) gilded at both ends, 
and at the top a Scutcheon of the Arms of the Order, impaled with the 
Sovereign's Arms.

Queen Elizabeth aſſign'd this Officer a Badge of Gold, to be worn 
daily by him and his Succeflors, before the Breaſt, -in a Gold Chain or 
Ribband, and thereon enamel'd the Sovereign's Arms, crowned with an 
imperial Crown, and ſurrounded with the princely Garter :.. But. 
Sir Edward Walker, when made Garter, obtained licence of the Sove- 
reign, King Charles II. to impale therein St. GEORGE's Arms with thoſe 
of the Sovereign of the Orden. 55 


In the Caſtle of VMindſor was appointed a Habitation for this Officer, 
called Garter's Tower, but long finte gone to decay and not habitable; 
his Penſion was by King Charles II. fixed at one hundred Pounds per 
Ann. to be paid by the Chancellor, out of the Revenue aſſigned to the 
uſe of che Order.

a Fee of Twelve-pence a day out of the Excheguer; he is alſo. ſtiled 
Virge Bajulus, Virgarius, or Nigri Virgefer; and by the Conſtitutions of 
the Order, Ann. 14. Henry VIII. Heſtiarius, wherein it is ordained, 
&« he ſhall be a Gentleman, famous in Arms and Blood, and born with- 
in the Dominions of the Sovereign, who for the dignity and honour of 
the Order, ſhall be chief of all the Uſers of this Kingdom: He ſhall 
have the care and cuſtody, and preheminence of keeping of the King's {e- 
cret Chambers, of the Houſe where the Chapter is held, and of all the 
Doors where Council ſhall be held, as well in the High Court called the 
Parliament, as in any other places, whoſe yearly Stipend ſhalÞbe thir- 
ty Pounds.

) Y the Statutes of Inſtitution, it is ordained, That ben ſocver any of 
B the Knights-Companions happened to depart this Life, the Sovereign 
(or his Deputy) after certain notice had thereof, . ſhould - forthwith by. Fs 
Letters ſummon all the Knights-Companions then within the Realm, who 
were able to come to meet him within fix weeks after ſuch notice, in what 
convenient place ſocver he was: pleaſed to aſſign; for the electing à new 
Companion into the Soctety. Thus did the Law of this moſt Noble 
Order, in caſe of Death, and to avoid long vacancies, at firſt pro- 
vide; wherewith the practice of elder times did punctually concur. - 
This was farther. explained in a Chapter held the 2 1ſt of King 
James, at Windſor; where in the firſt place it was thus decreed, that 
the Sovereign being advertiſed of the Death of a Kuigbt- Companion of 
the Order, the Knights-Compantons remaining at the Court ſhould move 
him to declare his pleaſure, whether he would that Letters ſhould be 
ſent to all the Knights-Companions within, the Realm, to attend his Per- 
ſon for the choice of a new Knight, at a Day by the ſaid Sovereign ap- 
pointed, according to the ancient Statutes of the Order; or be pleaſed 
to defer the Election until the Day and Feaſt of St. GEORGE, at what 
time Elections Have: Been moſt uſually made; wherein the Sovereign's 
pleaſure and direction was to be followed and obſerved; and according 
as he reſolved, in what place it ſhould be, ſo it ought to be made known

At the opening of a Chapter for Election, the Sovereign himſelf, or 
the Chancellor of the Order by his command, declares the buſineſs of 
the preſent Meeting, and the number of Stalls void and now intended 
to be filled; and by the Statutes of Inſtitution, every Knight-Companion 
preſent in Chapter, and none other, is to nominate for himſelf nine ſuffi- 
cient Perſons whom he ſhall judge free from all reproach and feandal, whether 
Subjects to the Sovereign, or Foreigners, provided they are known not to fa. 
vour or abet any Party at enmity with him, viz. Three Earls, or Others 
of higher degree, three Barons and three Knights; tho' in all caſes con- 
cerning Strangers, the Sowereign doth but permit, and may direct and 
confine the Knzghts-Companions to the nomination of ſuch as He intends 
to Elect, which Prerogative was more particularly afferted in the 3 1ſt 
of Queen Eliz. and 3d of King Charles I. And in the 19th of the faid 
King's reign, 'twas moved in Chapter, that it might become a cuſtom for

It is the proper Buſineſs of che Prelate, or in his abſence of the Chan- 


cellor of the Order, to collect the Knights-Companions. Votes, and to 


preſent the ſame to the Sovereign, with all reverence, in whom the ſole 
Right of Election is veſted ; and tho' great regard is had to the majo- 
rity of Votes in the Scrutiny, yet the Sovereign by his abſolute Autho- 
rity, has right to elect whom he conceives moſt, like to contribute to 
the Honour of this Order, and prove moſt ſerviceable to himſelf, or moſt 
uſeful to his Crown and Kingdom; and whomſoever the Sovereign ap-

The Solemnity of Inveſtiture being ended, the Elec Knight with 
all humility renders Thanks to the Sovereign for theſe Enſigns of Ho- 
nour; and after, with due reſpects, ſalutes the. Knights-Companions pre- 
ſent in Chapter, who alſo return the compliment, and joyfully que 
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him into their Fellowſhip and Seciety, and as is obſerved above, p. 191. 
he is from this time accounted a K7ight-Companion of this moſt illu- 
ſtrious Society, altho' not intituled to the full rights and honours of the 
Order, till his Inſtallation at #ind/er is compleated. 


By the Statutes of Inſtitution, great care is taken to guard againſt the 
Election of a Companion that is not free from Infamy or Reproach; ſo 
alſo is it provided that he be girded 2v1th the unſtained Girdle of Knight- 
houd, which is ſo neceſſary a qualification, that no Perſon however 
great his Degree, if he be not a Knight, can be a Companion of this 
Noble Order: A remarkable inſtance of this is noted in the Black Book 
of the Order, p. 247. Ann. 17. Henry VIII. at the Election and Inve- 
ſtiture of the Earl of Arundel, and Lord Roos, hen the Sovereign af- 
terwards underſtanding that Lord Roos was not a K7ight, he immediate 
ly called the Companzons back to Chapter, declaring the Election of 
Lord Roos to be void, and ordered the Badges of the moſt Noble Order: 
to be received from him; and then immediately with his drawn Sword 
dubbed him a Knight, and proceeded to a new Election, in which the 
aforeſaid Lord Roos was preſently again unanimouſly elected a Compa- 
nion of the Order, and declared ſo. by the King's Mouth, and by his 
Command all the Badges of the Order were reſtored to him by the 
Dukes of Norfo/k and Suffolk.” It is always however underſtood by the = 
Sovereign'and Companions, that this qualification does not relate to foreign 
Princes, reſident in their own Countries, but only to the immediate

So great reſpect has alſo been paid to foreign Princes, who have re- 
ceived the Enſigns of this Noble Order in Perſon, that the Sovereign 
moſt uſually has inveſted them himſelf; for we read, that Philip King 
of Caſtille, Ann.

The ſame is confirmed by the Statutes of King Henry VIII. and 
it is alſo declared, that if he exceed the time allowed, his Election is to 
be abſolutely null aud void, unleſs he ſend or produce an excuſe for ſuch 
delay, ſufficient and accepted by the Sovereign, and the whole Society 
of Knights; or that the Knight Elect be a Foreigner, or the Sovereign 
himſelf thinks fit to put of the Ceremony of Inſtallation for a longer

At the time appointed by the Sovereign, and the ſeveral Commiſſions 

and Warrants neceſſary for the Inſtallation, being obtained under the 
King's Sign Manual, and the Seal of the Order, the Knights and Officers 
ef the Order repair to Windſor, to the Chapel of St GEORGE, within 
whoſe Choir are erected the Sovereign and Knights-Companions Stalls, 
and under its ſacred Roof their Banners and Atchievements are fet up, as 
Monuments of their high deſervings and great honour ; and it is the 
peculiar priviledge of this royal Chapel, that the Feaſt of Inſtallation 
is expreſsly appointed to be ſolemnized and held therein. 


In former times the Knights Elec frequently went in a ſolemn and 
ſtately Cavalcade to Windſor, attended by their Friends, with exceeding 
great pomp and ſplendor, and the laſt of this kind was that of Alger- 
ron, Earl of Northumberland, Ann.

The Inſtallation or Inauguration of a Knight of this moſt Noble Order,

1663. was declared: by the So- 
vereign and Companions; to belong only unto: Garter, - and accordingly it 
was ordered: that he only ſhould: have the care thereof for the future to. di.

Mr. Anſtis, the late Garter King of Arms, in the year 1720, publiſhed 
the Form of an Inſtallation of a Knight of the Garter, which with the 
account of the Inſtallation of his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Cum- 
berland, together with the Earl of Chefterfield; and the Earl of Burlington, 
June 18, Ann. 3. of his preſent Majeſty, in the preſence. of tlie Sove- 
reign, will give the Reader a perfect Idea of this laſt moſt ſolemn Act 
of Inſtallation, without which the Elect Knight is not intituled to the full 
Honours of the Order. According to Mr. Anſtis, in the above Formulary 


IHE Commiſſioners: appointed to Inſtall, the Knights Elect being 
robed in the compleat Habit of the Order, meet in the great 
Chamber in the Dean of Windſor's Lodgings, where the Officers of 
the Order attend in their Habits, and the Knights Elect come thither 
in their Under-habits, with their Caps and Feathers: in their Hands. 
When there is a Proctor, he comes in his ordinary Fabit.

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1. Edward III. was the eldeſt Son of King Edward II. and 1/abella, 
Daughter to Philip the Fair, King of France, and after the Death of 
her Brother, Charles IV. without Iſſue, King Edward laid claim to the 


Crown of France as next Heir Male, and the glorious Conqueſts in aſ- 
ſertion of his 27 that Kingdom, by the Battles of Sluce, Crefſy, and 


Poictiers, fill the Annals of Europe: His many Victories over the 
Scots and other Enemies, are ſo many Monuments of his Glory, and 
make the brighteſt part of the Engliſb Hiſtory, and have conſtantly been 
the ſubject of the ſeveral Hiſtorians of Europe; we ſhall here therefore 
not enter into this Prince's Hiſtory, but give his Character, as drawn by 
Mr. Barnes, in his Hiſtory of this Prince, according to whom, He was 
the ſooneſt a Man, and the longeſt that held ſo of any we meet with; 
i his Sature not exceeding the uſual bigneſs of Men, but of the middle 
' ſort, that is, juſt ſix feet or two yards high, his Limbs neat and well 
made, his Body ſtrong, his Shape exact, his Viſage ſomething long, 
but exceeding comely, graceful, and angelical; his Noſe long, ſtraight, 
and manly, his Eyes ſparkling and majeſtick, but with ſo much ſweer- 
i neſs, that it was reckoned of good omen to behold his Face, tho' only 
in a Dream. Fortunate he was beyond meaſure, eſpecially till che fix 
latter years of his reign; wiſe and provident in Counſel, well learned 
ein the Laws, in Hiſtory, Humanity, and Divinity. He underſtood 
Latin, French, Spaniſh, Italian High and Low-Dutch, beſides his 
©native Language; he was of quick Apprehenſion, judicious, and 
*{kilful in Nature, elegant in Speech, ſweet, familiar, and affable in 
Behaviour; ſtern to the Obſtinate, but calm and meek to the Humble. 
Magnanimous and courageous above all the Princes of his days; apt 
for War, but a lover of Peace; never puffed up with Proſperity, nar 
*diſmayed at Adverſity. He. was of an exalted, glorious, and truly 
royal Spirit, which never. entertained any. thing vulgar or trivial; as 
may appear by the moſt: excellent Laws, which he made; by thoſe 
two famous Tubilces he kept, and by: the moſt honourable Order of 


+ the Garter, which he firſt deviſed and founded. His Recreations were 


(Hawking, Hunting, and Fiſhing, but chiefly he loved the martial 
© Exerciſe of Juſts and Tourneaments. In his Buildings he was curious, 
' ſplendid, and magnificent, in beſtowing of ' Graces and Donations, 
free and frequent; and to the ingenious and deſerving always kind and 


 * liberal: devout to God, bountiful to the Clergy, gracious to his Peo- 


ple, 
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© ple, merciful to the Poor, true to his Word, loving to his Friends, 
terrible to his Enemies. And becauſe he was ſo ſtrictly obferyant of 
© his Faith and Honour, and withal ſo valiant, politick, and fortunate; 
his Subjects imagined, that to live under him was to reign in triumphs; 
* and his renown ran abroad even to barbarous and foreign Nations; 
and all thought themſelves happy and ſecure, if they were either 
under his Protection, or any way confederate with him. The Turks 
and Saracens feared him; the oppreſſed Chriſtian Princes humbly im- 
plored his Afiſtance; the Germans he had at his Command, during 
the time of his Lieutenancy under Lewis of Bavaria, and might have 
© had them entirely, had he accepted their proffer of the Empire. The 
« Flemings were his Confederates, the Iralians he obliged unto him by 
the Bond of Affinity; the French, Speniards, and Scots he ſubdued by 
Force of Arms; he won Calais, recovered Aquitaine, Normandy, and 
« Ponthieu, and had John King of France, and David King of Scots 
© his Priſoners; being the firſt of Engliſb Kings, that bore the Arms and 
Title of France. In ſhort, he had the moſt Virtues and the feweſt 
© Vices of any Prince that ever I read of; he was valiant, juſt, merciful, 
_ © temperate, and wiſe; the beſt King, the beſt Captain, the beſt Lay- 


© giver, the beſt Friend, the beſt Father, and the beſt Hufband in his 
Days. 8 | 


This great and heroick Prince, after a reign of fifty years in great 
glory, died at Shene (now Richmond) in Surry, in the fixty-fifth year of 
his age, and was buried in Neſiminſter Abbey, under a Monument of 
Grey Marble, upon the Superficies whereof lies his Portraiture of Cop- 
per gilt, and on the Verge of the Monument are the following Verſes 
in rude Latin, according to the cuſtom of that age;

| the Black Prinre, was the worthy Son of his royal Father. At fixteen 
years of age, this Prinee entered upon the ſtage of War, and being 
knighted by his royal Father, led the van of the King's Army at the 
battle of Creſſy, An. 1346. and it is worthy of notice, that being hard 
preſſed by the Enemy and word ſent to the King, that the Prince ſtood in 
need of his Aſſiſtance, after enquiry if he was either dead or wounded, his 
heroick Father bid the Meſſenger return, and ſend to him no more, ſo lang 
rs his Son lived, for, ſays he, he ſhall this day wn bis Spurs, and I defign him 
the honour of this Expedition; and the Prince gaining a complete Vic- 
tory, his royal Father embraced and kiſſed him, ſaying, Fair Son, God 
give you reſolution to purſue Honour; you are my dear den, and have" gc- 
quitted your folf rably; ' you, are worthy to govern. a Kingdom. At the 
battle of Poictiers alſo, Sept. 19, Anno 1356. Prince Edward gained a 
ſecond compleat Victory over the French Army, and took John King of

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It is to be noticed here, that the Duke of Saxe- Gotha, and Prince 
Frederick of Heſſe, were elected Knight-Companions of this moſt Noble 
Order, Anno 1741. the 14th of his preſent Majeſty, and were inveſt- 
ed ar their reſpective Courts by ſpecial Commiſſion from the Sovereign, 
but as no Inſtallation of Knights has ſince been made at W3nd/or, the 
Banners and Atchievements of Honour of thoſe Princes, are not yet ſet 
up in St. George's Chapel; and the ſeveral Stalls at preſent are according 
to the above Plan, for no Stalls are deemed Void till the Banner, Sword 
and Helmet of the deccaf:d Knight has been taken down, and ſolemnly 
offered up at the Altar, agreeable to the Laws and Statutes of the Org, 


Farther let it be obſerved, that beſides the ſeveral Sovereigns, and the 
Chief Nobility of the Nation, there have been of this moſt Noble and 
IIluſtrious Order of the Garter,” eight Emperors of Germany, five Kings 
of France, three Kings of Spain, ſeven Kings of Portugal, one King 
of Poland, two Kings of Sweden, fix Kings of Denmark, two Kings 

of Scotland, one King of Pruſſia, one King of Arragon, two Kings of 
Naples, one King of Sicily and Jeruſalem, and one King of Bolenia, 
five Princes of Orange, ſeven Counts Palatine of the Rhine, one Duke 
of Savoy, one Elector of Bavaria, one Elector of Saxony, three Eledtors 
of Brandenburgh, four Dukes of Brunſwick-Lunenburgh, two Dukes 
of Holſtein, two Dukes of Burgundy, two Dukes of Ur6ino, one Duke 
of Guelderland, one Duke of Holland, one Duke of Milan, one Duke 
of Htrtembergh, one Duke of Ferrara, and other Free Princes of the 
firſt States of Europe. And to conclude, in the Words of our learned 
Selden, [Notes on Poly Albion.] as The-Order of the Garter hath prece- 
dency of Antiquity before the eldeſt rank of Honour of that kind any wheri 
eſtabliſbed; 1o according to the fame Author alſo, it exceeds in Majeſy, 
Honour, and Fame, all Chivalrous Orders in the World; having at all 
times been honoured. with the Companionſhip of divers Emperors, 
Kings, and Sovereign Princes of Europe, who, according to Du Chejn, 
have reputed it among their greateſt Honours'to be of this illuſtrious 
Society: Cet Ordre eſt la ſupreme marque d'Henneur de la Noblefſe Angloiſt, 
et tres rare, et que les plus grandi et puiſſantet Princes de la Chreſtient!

An Account of the PLATES of ARMS of the 
KNIGHTS of the GARTER in St. GEORGE"

T was appointed by the Statutes of Inſtitution, Art. 23. that uben 
] any one of the Firſt Founders ſhould die, there ſhould be made in Metal 
an Eſcutcheon-of his Arms, with his Helm or Creft, and fixed to the back 
of bis Stall, for a continued mark of Honour to the deceaſed Knight; and 
the like to be continued by their Succeſſors. However this Injunction 
might at firſt be regularly obſerved, there is good room to conjecture, 
that in tract of time, by negle&, or other intervening Cauſes, this Law = 
of the Order was not duly obſerved, and that the Plates were not al- 
ways ſer up; agreeable to the firſt Purpoſe of the royal Founder; and 
for this reaſon probably it was, that upon a review and declaration of 
the Statutes, Anno 14. Henry VIII. Art. 25. it was appointed, that 
every Knight, within the firſt year, after his Inflallation ſhall affix, or ſet 
u a Plate of his Arms cut in Metal of what kind the Knight pleaſes, 
only that in Size they ſhould not exceed thoſe of the Firſt Founders, excepting 
only the Plates of Knights Strangers, which may be made of any Quality - 
or S12e at therr pleaſure. | | eee

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The Plates of the Fir/t Founders were for the moſt part of Copper 
with their Arms blazoned thereon, and frequently without any Name or 
Inſcription. In the reign of King Henry VIII. the Arms and Titles of 
the Knights-Companions began to be enlarged and more expreſſive, as 
may be obſerved by the following Catalogue: Shortly after it became 
the Cuſtom, and now continues, to gild the Plates, and richly blazon 
thereon the Arms of the Knight, and underneath, to engrave their ſe. 
veral Titles and Dignities at full length; and indeed this Metal ſeems 
the beſt Preſervative againſt the Temptation which one more rich might 
occaſion, as is evident in the caſe of Frederick, Duke of Wirtembers, 
elected Knight-Companion in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, whoſe Plate 

being of Silver and large withal, became the Prey of facrilegious Hands 
in the time of the late Civil Wars. 8 | 


Whether by the like fate of Avarice and Rapine, or the length of 
Time, is uncertain, but many of theſe noble Memorials of this illuf- 
triqus Society of Knights, it appears, have been loſt or imbezzled; and 
in ſome meaſure to provide againſt ſo great a Miſchief for the future, it 
was decreed in Chapter, Anno 1628, Ann. 3. Car. IJ. That all the Stiles of 
the remaining Plates fhould be deſcribed in a Book by the Dean of Wind- 
ſor, Regiſter of the Order; which was accordingly performed and laid 
up in the College, but afterwards could no where be found by the dili- 
gent Enquiry of Mr. Aſßbmole; and no doubt this Repoſitory was loſt 
in the following Times of Diſturbance and Civil War, when all Ho- 
nour was laid in the duſt, and the Memorial of all that is great and 
noble, was no ſooner found but deſtroyed. __ : 


However therefore it was not at firſt intended; in the proſecution of 
this Work it is judged a neceſſary piece of Juſtice, due to this molt 
Noble Order, to preſerve from the like future Diſaſters, theſe Monu- 
ments of Honour of its illuſtrious Members; and accordingly, with all 
poſſible care and exactneſs, the following Account of the Plates of the 
Knights-Companions, as they now ftand in their ſeveral Stalls is here ſet 
down; and the Reader is deſired firſt to obſerve, that it never was uſual 
to affix any Plate to the Sovereign's Stall; alſo, that to thoſe Names in 
this Liſt whereto an Aſterick is ſer, there is no Inſcription on the Plate, 
and that the Sovereign's name, where printed at the end, . 
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the Prince in whoſe Reign the Night was inſtalled; there being no date

and under it a night cap of black ſattin, ſet full of precious ſtones, and apparrelled with robes of 
crimſon velvet, furred with minever, powdered with ermine, the collar of the garter, with the 
order of St. George about the neck; a crimſon ſatin doublet embroidered with gold, two brate- 
ts of gold abant the wriſts, ſet with ſtones and pearl; a fair armouring ſword by the fide, the 
ſeeptre in the right hand, and the ball in the left, a pair of ſcarlet hoſe, crimſon velvet ſhoes, 
gloyes on the hands, and ſeveral diamond rings on the fingers, drawn by eight great horſes, tra

Thus much is judged neceſſary to obſerve on this occaſion, more eſpe- 
cially as a Noble Hiſtorian *, gives ſome colour for theſe ſuſpicions, by in- 
timating, that on a ſearch made by order of K. Charles II. after the Ref.
